ADDITIONAL OFFICERS FOR MILITIA DUTY. 

Assurances that a bill providing for additional officers 
to be detailed to the Militia can be passed at the next 
session of Congress have been given to General Wood, 
Chief of Staff, by Chairman Hull, of the House Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs, who on Saturday, July 23, 
called at the War Department and discussed the proposed 
legislation with General Wood, telling the General that 
the General Staff should prepare a measure carrying out 
these ideas, and that in the opinion of Mr. Hull it could 
he passed at the next session of Congress. 

Although the measure has not been formally considered 
by the General Staff, nor has as yet been gotten into even 
a tentative form, still, from the line of discussion between 
General Wood and Chairman Hull, it is probable that 
two commissioned officers will be detailed to each regi- 
ment of Infantry of the National Guard. Officers will 
also be provided for squadrons of Cavalry, batteries of 
Field Artillery and the Engineers and Signal Corps. 
With the present strength of the Militia this will require 
about five hundred officers. In addition to this, it is 
thought that a section can be inserted in the bill which 
will provide for sixty-three officers to take the place of 
those that are now on duty at the colleges. This provi- 
sion is probably the only relief that will be afforded by 
the bill for the scarcity of officers in the Regular Army. 
While this is not as much as the officers at the War 
Department think Congress should do to relieve the 
present shortage in the mobile Army, it will be a move- 
ment in the right direction, and may open the door for 
better things in the future. 

“IT am convinced that a bill which will provide for 
the detailing of Regular Army officers as instructors for 
the Militia will pass the House without much opposition,” 
said Chairman Hull as he came away from the War 
Department after a conference with General Wood. “The 
National Guard is becoming immensely popular in the 
country, and whatever it wants Congress will give it. 
The officers and the enlisted men in the Militia feel the 
need of active officers as instructors, and I do not think 
that two instructors for each regiment would be too much. 
However, I am leaving these details to the Department, 
and if it formulates what appears to be a reasonable bill 
it is my opinion there will be plenty of votes in Congress 
to pass it. 

“Your average citizen cannot appreciate the need of 
additional officers in the Regular Army. In time of peace 
no bill which increases the appropriations for Regular 
Army officers is greeted with enthusiasm by the 
general public. There is a general impression that the 
expenses of the Regular Army should be kept down when 
there is no war in prospect. 

“At the same time any legislation which will provide 
for the training of Militia so that it will be prepared for 
war meets with much popular support. All of the states 
are clamoring for instructors from the Regular Army. 
As it is impossible to give the National Guard competent 
instructors without additional officers in the Regular 
Army, the suggestion of General Wood will meet with 
popular approval.” 

It is understood that General Wood and Chairman 
Hull discussed the plan by which Regular officers are to 
be detailed to the Militia for a term of four years. After 
this term they would not be eligible for appointment as 
instructors, but would be returned to the Army. Such 
officers should be from the active list, younger men, in 
the opinion of menibers of the General Staff, to be given 
preference in making these details. 

It is hardly necessary to call attention to the great 
benefit which such a system of instruction would be to 
the Militia. With the other proposed amendment to the 
Dick law, the Militia would rapidly be standardized. Of 


course, it could not be brought up to the standard of the 
Regular Army, but a good foundation could be laid 
in the state troops, which would make it possible to put 
them into condition for active service in a comparatively 
short time after war had been declared. Naturally, good, 
competent and ambitious officers who were assigned to a 
regiment of Militia for a term of four years would take 
pride in helping to bring the organization to which they 
were detailed up to the highest state of efficiency that 
would be possible under the conditions of their work, and 
would prove valuable assistants to the commanding officer. 
The state troops would be inspired with the enthusiasm 
of the instructors, and there would be a very beneficial 
rivalry between the different commands. 

The benefits to the Regular Army should not be over- 
looked in the consideration of the proposed -legislation. 
A constant flow of Regular officers to and from the Militia 
would soon place the Army in closer touch with the people 
of the country. It would have a tendency to popularize the 
Army, because the people would have an opportunity to 
become acquainted with its officers. 

The Corps of Engineers has become a popular branch 
of the Service on account of its connection with the river 
and harbor work. There is almost invariably a protest 
from a community when an Engineer offtcer is transferred 
to another post. Even the larger cities become excited 
when some Engineer officer who has had charge of im- 
portant river and harbor work is detailed to another post. 
They send delegations to Washington to protest against 
the change, and frequently make appeals to the President. 
Officers of the Corps of Engineers also become attached 
to communities and are frequently influential in public 
affairs. 

There is no reason why, under the proposed bill, officers 
in other arms of the Service should not come into as 
close touch with the people of the country as are those 
of the Engineer Corps. Under such an arrangement offi- 
cers who were detailed as instructors would naturally 
become missionaries for the Army. They would make 
friends for the Army wherever they were sent, and 
overcome much of the unreasonable prejudice which now 
exists in the interior against the Army. Even the detail- 
ing of officers to state encampments and maneuvers is 
having an effect in this direction. Many acquaintances 
between the Army officers and the officers of the National 
Guard have ripened into friendship, and influential men 
in every state have become friends of the Army through 
their contact with officers at the annual encampments 
and maneuvers. 

Army officers who are detailed to service with the 
Militia would gain valuable experience in dealing with 
the people of the country. After a term of four years 
with the Militia they would be better equipped to com- 
mand Volunteers and Militia in a war. In the opinion 
of officers who served in the Civil War this would be 
the most important effect of such details. Aside from the 
military training which an officer receives at West Point, 
and by his service in the Regular Army, there is much 
that he should know to become efficient in commanding 
a large body of troops composed of Volunteer Militia and 
Regulars, as he would be called on to do in a war. No 
better opportunity could be afforded him to gain valuable 
training than to act as instructor for a body of Militia, 
inexperienced in the art of war. 








In reply to a question as to whether the oceans are 
regarded as having fixed boundaries, and, if so, what 
those boundaries are, and whether there are accepted 
lines of demarcation where there are no land boundaries, 
the U.S. Hydrographic Office states that, so far as it is 
aware, there is no formal international agreement as to 
demarcation lines of the oceans, and some difference still 
exists among geographers regarding the names and boun- 
daries of those lying south of the equator. The practice 
of the U.S. Hydrographic Office agrees with that of the 
British Admiralty. The boundaries are the Arctic and 
Antarctic Circles, the continents and imaginary lines 
drawn from the southern points of Africa, South 
America and Tasmania, south to the Antarctic Circle. 
This gives the five oceanic divisions commonly used and 
as mapped in Stieler’s Atlas and Réclus’ “The Ocean.” 
For convenience the equator is taken as the dividing line 
between a north and a south Atlantic Ocean and a north 
and a south Pacific Ocean. The portion of the Indian 
Ocean south of the equator is frequently called the 
Southern Indian or South Indian Ocean. Some geog- 
raphers speak of a southern ocean as that part of the 
waters lying between the Antarctic Circle and latitude 
40° south, while some fix the limit of the Indian Ocean 
at 38° south latitude. There have been geographers in 
the past who considered the southern limit of the Indian 
Ocean to be a line joining the southern extremity of 
Africa with Bass Strait, giving the name of “Southern 
Ocean” to the part lying south of it. No doubt this term 
“Southern Ocean” still lingers in literature and in the 
conversation of mariners, but seems to have little stand- 
ing among modern geographers. 





In discussing the subject of the resignation of Chief 
Constructor Capps, the Scientific American says: ‘““When 
it comes to the use of the press as a medium of attack by 
one section of the Service upon another, there is involved 
the direct violation of a rule which was drawn up for the 
express purpose of preventing this very abuse; and we 
have good reason to believe that an investigation by 
the Secretary of this phase of a very. regrettable con- 
troversy would not have to proceed very far before the 
principal offenders were disclosed. We hold no brief 











for the Corps of Naval Constructors; but we do for the 
fair name and dignity of the U.S. Navy as a whole.” It 
is hardly becoming a paper of the standing of the Scientific 
American to make such a suggestion as this without 
having something more behind it than a mere surmise. 
Who is it that has violated the rule it refers to? We 
are perhaps in as good a position to learn the facts as 
the Scientific American is, and we can say, with entire 
frankness, that in the recent controversies to which our 
contemporary refers we have not received a hint from 
either side, staff or line, derogatory to the other side. 
Their differences have found expression in official reports 
or testimony before committees of Congress and in strictly 
professional papers and discussions. If newspaper and 
magazine writers have found in these materia] for sensa- 
tional writing nobody is responsible but themselves, and 
it is scarcely in keeping with the character of a paper 
supposed to consider subjects in “the dry light’ to make 
suggestions to the contrary without offering a particle 
of proof.

In a letter replying to an invitation to join “The Peace 
Society of New York,” William Boerum Wetmore, a 
graduate of the Military Academy and formerly an officer 
of the 6th Cavalry, says: “‘I believe peace can only be 
assured by having force behind it to enforce it. I believe 
that can only be done by having a powerful navy. Why 
do you have in New York a police force? For what! 
Not to create anarchy and riot, but to be on hand to 
prevent it. Its presence does that. Why does not your 
society advocate abolishing it? It costs money. You 
could build a road from New York to Texas with the sum 
that would be saved. Suppose you do abolish it and thea 
try moral suasion on the Bowery! * * * The latest 
estimate of the wealth of the United States available in 
the Bureau of Statistics is that of 1904, made by the 
Census Bureau, which put the total for that year at 
$107,104,211,917, or $1,310 per capita. The forty-four 
millions which the Navy cost last year may be regarded 
as the cost of insurance against damage and loss of that 
107 billions; and as such it represents a premium of only 
four one-hundredths of one per cent. If we include the 
interest on the capital cost (400 millions) of the existing 
fleet, the premium is only six one-hundredths of one per 
cent., while the cost of the Florida (ten millions), which 
loomed so large in the eye of the captious critic at her 
launching, dwindles to one one-hundredth of one per 
cent. of the wealth of the country.”

Others than the Chicago Record-Herald should be sur- 
prised that the West Point classes are below their full 
quota. The course of instruction in the Military Academy 
provides an education of which any young man may feel 
proud. Few schools in the world occupy sites which 
compare with it in beauty, while the buildings, equipment 
and historical associations stimulate enthusiasm and 
ambition. The training of body and mind are both of 
the highest order. The young graduate from West 
Point commands attention and respect not enjoyed by 
those emerging from colleges and universities. His serv- 
ices are in demand, for he is known to be strong physically 
and has been taught how to do things, and do them 
promptly. The Record-Herald says that evidently the 
difficulty of obtaining thé scholarship has been: overesti- 
mated, or there would now be a long waiting list. It 
believes that a four years’ course of such training as our 
Government provides at West Point, where not only all 
expenses are paid, but the student is actually paid money 
for his attendance, offers attractions which, if once 
known, must appeal to hundreds of young men, and 
awaken the old-time interest and desire to secure an 
appointment.

The feeling of consternation and grief over the deplor- 
able accident to the men of the Coast Artillery at Fort 
Monroe on July 21 has been somewhat mitigated by the 
revelation of heroic forgetfulness of injury and pain by 
those who survived the awful biast, and who did all they 
could fo succor their dying comrades. The officer curled 
up under a gun, with a leg broken in two places, waving 
away rescuers till the more seriously hurt were attended 
to; the artillerymen, with blackened and cut faces, 
oblivious of pain while with their hands they beat out 
the flames that threatened the prostrate forms—these and 
others contributed by their bravery and devotion to duty 
a notable chapter to the records of American courage, and 
General Crozier, Chief of Ordnance, in making public the 
official explanation of the accident, said not a word too 
many in praise of the discipline and morale of all the 
men of the command at the post of danger and death. It 
is such manifestations of intrepidity and _ self-sacrifice 
that soften blows which at first seem to stun the very 
heart and brain with their sudden awfulness.

We are surprised to see our worthy British contem- 
porary, the Army and Navy Gazette, so far forget the 
hygienic value of cleanliness as to criticise the insistence 
of “a medical officer of high standing abroad on the 
absolute cleanliness of the barrack room floors, which 
should be as clean as the ward in a hospital, and ‘nothing 
less should be tolerated.”

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THE FORT MONROE DISASTER. 


GENERAL CROZIER’S STATEMENT. 

Following is the statement of Brig. Gen. William 
Crozier, Chief of Ordnance, U.S.A., concerning the 
catastrophe at Fort Monroe on July 21, when eleven 
Coast Artillerymen were killed: 

“The accident occurred through the premature dis- 
charge of the gun. Interest now centers In the determi- 
nation of its cause, and the possibility of preventing 
future accidents from the same cause. The gun was 
mounted upon a disappearing carriage, and the firing 
mechanism is designed with the object of preventing the 
possibility of discharging the gun until after the breech 
block has been closed and locked, and the gun shall have 
been tripped and shall have risen to the firing position. 
As the men who were directly concerned with the handling 
of the firing mechanism were all killed, it is only possible 
to arrive at a conclusion as to the cause of the accident 
by inference from what could have happened, coupled 
with such evidence as can be obtained from onlookers at 
a little distance from the gun. 

“An examination of other guns of the same class at 
Fort Monroe made after the accident disclosed the fact 
that there was one gun which could be fired before the 
locking of the breech block by a sufficiently sudden and 
powerful pull in the proper direction upon the lanyard. 
The firing mechanism is somewhat delicate, because of 
the lack of sufficient space for the utilization of larger 
and more robust parts, but it was supposed to be suffi- 
cient to withstand all reasonable usage. The operations 
of loading and firing are conducted with extreme rapidity, 
in the praiseworthy effort to make a good time record, 
and it is a necessary consequence that the motions are 
made with great force and violence. In this case it 
appears that the command to trip the pawls was given, 
and the gun started to rise to the firing position before 
the breech block was pushed home preparatory to rotating 
and locking it, and before the lanyard was hooked, so 
that the man whose duty it was to hook on the lanyard 
had to do it while the gun was in motion. Testimony 
is to the effect that he had some difficulty in hooking, 
making several passes in his attempt to do so, and that 
he finally succeeded in getting it hooked just as the gun 
was passing out of his reach, when the explosion imme- 
diately took place. It is presumed that he inadvertently 
clung to the lanyard, and gave the sudden pull which, 
in the case of the neighboring gun with which it was 
tried, proved to be sufficient to defeat the safety object 
of the mechanism. : 

“This particular model of firing mechanism has been 
used for several years; in drill] and at target practice it 
has been operated thousands of times and by hundreds 
of men, under the supervision of dozens of officers, but 
no instances of failure have been reported. At drill the 
primer only is used, without powder charge, so that 
premature discharge would mean only the harmless explo- 
sion of the primer. It would, however, be the duty of 
the officer in charge to report such an occurrence, and, 
as his own safety and that of the men under his imme- 
diate command would be involved, it is entirely probable 
that no instance of failure has been allowed to escape. 
It seems likely that continued use and cleaning of the 
mechanism had so worn and rounded some of the parts 
as to permit its failure under the violent pull which was 
probably given it. All the mechanisms were tested for 
safety shortly before the firing commenced, and all were 
apparently in proper condition. It is probable that in 
testing the officers subjected them only to stresses which 
they considered such as they would be reasonably likely 
to meet, but which were less than the violent pull which 
it is supposed caused the accident, and to which, in an 
effort to reproduce it, the mechanisms of the other guns 
were afterward subjected. Of course, it is entirely pos- 
sible so to change the mechanism as to prevent the 
particular accident which occurred. 

“That the discipline and morale of the officers and men 
of the garrison were at a high point is shown by the 
eoolness and devotion with which those able to move 
immediately set about extinguishing burning powder 
grains and removing portions of the next succeeding 
powder charge, in danger of ignition, and also caring for 
those who had been too badly injured to take any part in 
this work. ‘The instance of the young officer whose leg 
had been broken, apparently by the projection against 
it of the body of one of the men who were killed, in 
directing that attention should first be given to others 
more in need of it than himself, is significant of the 
spirit of the entire gun detachment.” 

REPORT OF BOARD OF INQUIRY. 

The board of officers, composed of Major John L. 
Hayden, Major William R. Smith and Capt. Harrison 
Hall, Coast Art. Corps, appointed to investigate the 
accident, on July 25 made public its finding, which was 
as follows: 

“That at battlé command service practice on July 21, 
1910, conducted by the student officers of the Coast 
Artillery School, during the first loading of gun No. 1 
(tactical), Battery G, A. De Russy, and before the 
rotation of the breech block had commenced the primer 
was fired, causing a premature explosion of the powder 
charge, which blew out the breech block and resulted in 
the death of eleven men. 

“The board is of the opinion that this explosion was 
eaused by the failure of the safety device on the firing 
mechanism to function properly in this instance, and is 
forced to this conclusion notwithstanding the fact that 
previous tests and long experience gave assurance that 
this firing mechanism afforded the protection intended.” 

VIEWS OF ORDNANCE EXPERTS. 

One of the most significant expressions called out by 
the deplorable accident at Fort Monroe on July 21 was 
that of an officer once high in the Ordnance Department, 
who asked, “Why is it that we must always wait for a 
dire disaster to open our eyes to risks that are quite as 
apparent before a disaster as after? The lessons set 


for the officers of the scientific corps of our Army do not, 
or should not, be learned at a sacrifice so great as the 
one at Fort Monroe.” 

What is this “safety device” of which so much has 
been written as minimizing or making impossible disasters 
and which failed so distressingly at Fort Monroe to 
come up to expectations? ‘The following description of 


the lanyard safety device we take from the work entitled, 


“The Service of Coast Artillery,” by Capt. Frank T. 


Hines, U.S.A., and Major Franklin W. Ward, N.G.N.Y., 
whose publication has been authorized by the War De- 
partment: “This is to prevent the firing of the piece by 
a pull, accidental or otherwise, upon the lanyard before 


the gun has risen to the firing position; that is, before it 
has been raised to such a height that the projectile will 
clear the parapet. It consists of an incased reel, at- 
tached to the elevating band, upon which a short cable 
is- automatically wound by a spiral spring, and locked, 
except when the piece is in battery, by a ratchet and 
pawl. One end of a short lanyard is hooked to the 
primer and the other to the end of this cable. The long 
lanyard in the hands of the cannoneer is also hooked to 
this cable. A pull on the lanyard, when the gun is 
out of battery, cannot unwind the cable, pull the short 
lanyard or fire the primer. When the gun rises in 
battery, a cam on the elevating band passing under the 
pawl lifts it out of engagement with the reel, which can 
then be unwound, permitting the primer to be fired.” 





We have been favored with the following views of an 
officer who has long enjoyed a merited reputation for 
wide knowledge in all matters dealing with ordnance: 
“The recent disaster at Fort Monroe adds one more to the 
list of such accidents in Army Service (1861-1910) as 
were presented for the information of the readers of 
the Artillery Journal of some months ago. The fact 
then was emphasized, and once again bears out the state- 
ment, that in the fuse and in the primer, in ninety cases 
out of a hundred, we shall find the origin of explosions 
and disasters, something done at the wrong time and in 
the wrong place by these quite refractory agents. The 
underlying principle of construction in our modern 
primer is, in my humble judgment, essentially in- 
correct, and if instances were wanting to verify the 
count they wil] be found in wrecks and records of Forts 
Wetherill and Monroe, or it may be at the hand of the 
commandant of Fort Totten, who has good ground to 
castigate this unruly member of our seacoast defense. 

“The new primer was designed to meet certain in- 
exorable conditions, and here, while an inventor or con- 
structor is responsible to some degree, the user, in his 
demand for pretty target practice, enters equally into 
the responsibility of the count. If we are to view the 
modern primer in the light only of its friction element, 
it may be pertinent to suggest that an expert ordnance 
officer, by one of these sudden bounds and in spite of 
his teachings on ‘blows’ and ‘pressures,’ gave to the new 
and treacherous device an element of dynamic action that 
is destitute of that precaution which guards all other 
devices where percussive action is paramount. How 
would it be, for example, should the primer of a small- 
arm cartridge or the cartridge for field artillery stand 
exposed and in mid-air, as does the one now under con- 
sideration? And, again, the throw of the swinging firing 
leaf is but the merest meagre tenth of an inch, a 
sudden passing of serated wire through friction composi- 
tion assimilating more nearly to dynamic than to statical 
or frictional effect. 

“Tf, indeed, a primer miss fire while the leaf is at the 
end of its swing the firer knows it not, and jerks in vain 
endeavor to dismount the gun through the medium of 
lanyard and his own brute force. After this there comes 
along some innocent, unoffending. who, through the 
medium of deranged mechanism, kills the gun crew and 
wrecks the gun, and it takes all this for an experienced 
officer to find out, and this only after the fact. Did 
Rodman have this, our new-fangled firing mechanism, in 
mind—did he inaugurate this, as well as everything else 
in the ordnance line, when he suggested to the post 
surgeon at Watertown Arsenal who was treating a boy 
that had swallowed a package of percussion caps to pull 
his leg and fire them off one at a time? 

“So the hour has arrived when we must fall back like 
good soldiers to some more tenable position, casting 
pernicious button primers to the four winds of heaven, 
thus abandoning all accessories or ‘safety devices.’ Let 
us hereafter pass the good, old-fashioned twisted and 
looped wire primer into the vent, but this only after 
the gun shall have been returned to firing position. The 
man on the platform can perform this function as well 
as sight the gun, and in passing the attached lanyard to 
a firer below, the gun crew may hereafter rest secure in 
precautions so effective and ready at hand. The spectre 
of ‘safety devices’ will then no longer haunt the visions 
of the now demoralized seacoast Artillery.” 

ACCIDENTS IN THE PAST. 

The following, prepared from official records, is a list 
of accidental explosions that have occurred during recent 
years, with disastrous results, during Coast Artillery 
firing : 

On Oct. 15, 1904, during mortar target practice at 
Fort Banks, Mass., an explosion occurred that resulted 
in the death of three men and the injury of eight others. 
The explosion was reported to be due to the improper 
attachment of a fixed lanyard to a friction primer in the 
open breech block of a loaded mortar, so that when the 
breech block was closed the primer was fired. 

On July 12, 1907, at Fort Hancock, N.J., the breech 
block of a 15-pounder gun was blown off by the prema- 
ture ignition of the charge. The explosion killed no one, 
but injured two men. The conclusion was reached that 
the charge was ignited by fire remaining in the bore of 
the gun after the firing of a previous round. 

On July 23, 1907, a premature explosion of a blank 
charge of black powder in a 6-inch gun at Fort Terry, 
N.Y., resulted in the killing of one man and the injury 
of four men. The premature explosion of the charge was 
reported to have been caused by burning residue left in 
the powder chamber of the gun after the firing of previous 
charges. _ 

On June 18, 1908, at Fort Wadsworth, N.Y., by the 
explosion of a saluting charge in the breech of a gun, 
the breech block being open at the time, two privates of 
the New York National Guard and one private of the 
Coast Artillery Corps were killed and another private 
of the Coast Artillery Corps was injured. The conclusion 
was reached in this case that the charge was ignited by 
fire remaining in the bore of the gun after the firing of 
a previous round.

COAL SUPPLY OF THE PHILIPPINES. 


In an article on “The Coal Supply of the Philip- 
pines” in Moody’s Magazine, Professor Edwin Maxey, 
of the University of Nebraska, says that while the Phil- 
ippines will probably not become exporters of coal, the 
investigations thus far made are ample to show that, 
with modern methods of mining, a sufficient amount for 
home consumption can readily be produced and at a cost 
considerably less than is now paid for foreign coals. 
Thus far, the production has been very small, due in 
part to the crude and expensive methods of mining and 
in part to the high cost of transportation. The min- 
ing industries, in common with all others of the islands, 
have been severely hampered by lack of roads. Condi- 
tions during the Spanish régime were not such as to at- 


tract private capital. Now under American rule we may 
safely conclude that a new era in development is at hand. 

Coal deposits of very considerable extent are known 
to exist in the islands of Mindanao, Masbate; Cebu, 
Polillo, Batan, Dimagat, Albay, Samar, Luzon, Mindoro, 
Negros and Tayabas. In fact, coal is found in nearly 
every island of the archipelago. It has the specific grav- 
ity of lignite but the carbon content and streak of bitum- 
inous coal. While inferior to anthracite or bituminous, 
the inferiority is not so great as to render it unavailable 
for most purposes. It is superior to coal of Japan or 
Borneo, which have been imported in large quantities. 
Experiments conducted by the U.S. Geological Survey, 
also by Dr. Cox, of the division of chemistry, look to 
increasing the efficiency of sub-bituminous coals by better 
methods of utilizing the gases in gas-producer engines. 
Experts of the Mining Bureau are studying more eco- 
nomica] methods of mining. The caloric power for the 
coals of Cebu, Esperanza mines, is 7,461; for Australian 
coals, Newcastle and Sidney mixtures, 6,637; and for 
Cardiff coal, 8,372. 

Notwithstanding all disadvantages, coal can be pro- 
duced in the Davao coal fields at a cost of $1.40 at the 
pit’s mouth, and after paying $3 to $5 for transpor- 
tation can be sold at $8 to $10 per ton, thus yielding 
a profit of from $1.60 to $5.60 per ton. With reduction 
in cost of transportation, and with more economical 
methods of mining, coal can be put on the market in the 
Philippines at about half its present cost.

BRITISH VIEW OF PACIFIC PROBLEMS. 


In commenting in our last issue upon the letter of Hon. 
Wayne MacVeagh, former Attorney General of the 
United States, who wrote us in regard to his indiscrimi- 
nate charge than an iniquitous lobby is behind the demand 
for a large Navy, we said that the contractor and others 
who profit directly by the construction of warships are 
far behind public sentiment in matters of large national 
concern. We could ask no more striking confirmation 
of our view than is supplied by the_opinions of that able 
British naval officer who has been contributing for some 
months to the United Service Magazine, of London, a 
series of admirable papers on “The Struggle for Sea 
Power: The Rise of the U.S. Navy.” This officer writes 
under the pen-name of “Captain, R.N.” We would 
recommend these papers to the careful consideration of 
Mr. MacVeagh and others who take his wrong point of 
view in judging of the influence behind naval expansion. 

The writer in the London magazine is not an alarmist. 
He treats of the American Navy in a dispassionate and 
judicial spirit, and weighs with great deliberation and 
care every phase of the question of sea power. The paper 
from which we quote below is the concluding one of his 
illuminating series. He is no “Pacific coast firebrand,” 
nor has he any relations we ever heard of with ship- 
building firms. He is simply an officer of the British 
navy who, being far removed from the racial antipathies 
which might be urged against American advocates of a 
large Navy in the Pacific, can view the situation in that 
ocean with an unbiased mind. It is therefore peculiarly 
enlightening to read the following analysis, which he 
makes in the July issue of the magazine, of the problems 
which confront the United States as a result of the 
Spanish War: 

“The war with Spain left the United States saddled 
with heavy responsibilities. The possession of Porto 
Rico, the Sandwich Islands and her share of the Samoan 
group, with the protectorate over Cuba, made her a 
colonial Power, her annexation of the Philippines made 
her an Tastern Power, and has brought her face to face 
with a rival in Japan, with which country, unless she 
walks warily, she may easily find herself drawn into a 
contest that might well be fraught with disaster. And it 
has to be remembered that there are many possible causes 
of quarrel. American trade interests in ina are con- 
siderable, and there has, since the conclusion of the 
Russo-Japanese war, been much friction developed owing 
to the question of the ‘open door’ in Manchuria and 
Corea, the United States claiming the right to trade on 
equal terms with the Japanese in those two countries. 

“Then, again, the treatment of the Japanese by the 
municipal authorities in San Francisco and other towns 
on the Pacific slope has created a good deal of bad feeling 
between the two countries, while the enormous influx of 
Japanese laborers—most of them trained soldiers—into 
Hawaii and the other islands of the group fs by no means 
looked on with favorable eyes by the authorities. And 
lastly it must be remembered that the Japanese are 
ambitious, and that they undoubtedly are looking forward 
to the day when they will be the supreme Power in the 
Far Fast; it is the hegemony of that quarter of the 
globe for which they are aiming. They have never looked 
with favor on the acquisition of the Philippines by the 
United States, and unquestionably hope some day to add 
them to their Empire. When the annexation of the Philip- 
pines was determined on, the United States gave a hostage 
to fortune, which was probably not foreseen or could not 
at that time be foreseen; but the defeat of Russia has 
altered the whole situation, and these islands.may well 
prove a source of danger to the Great Republic. The 
naval factor, it is therefore evident, must of necessity 
enter very largely into the outlook of the future for both 
countries. 

“We have already briefly referred to the possibility of 
a struggle between the United States and Japan in the 
future for the mastery of the Pacific. Personally, we do 
not think such a calamity is likely to occur soon, but it 
is certain that the possibility must be kept in mind by 
the United States. Although their Navy is at present far 
superior to that of Japan, yet the advantage of the 
strategic position must always remain with the latter 
country, and the United States Fleet would undoubtedly 
have to fight under grave difficulties. It would seem 
almost certain that before long the bulk of their fleet will 
have to be transferred from the Atlantic to the Pacific, 
although the great commercial interests of the Eastern 
seaboard will certainly raise a great outcry against such 
a measure. Still, were war to be forced suddenly by 
Japan, when the principal portion of the naval strength 
of the United States was in the Atlantic, it is difficult to 
see how the Great Repubiie could avoid disaster. Under 
any circumstances she will have to fight, if war comes, 
at a great disadvantage; but the possibility of such a 
war is undoubtedly the reason why Pearl Harbor is to be 
turned into a great fortified naval base, and the sooner 
this is done the better it will be, not only for the in- 
terests of the Americans themselves, but also for those 
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of the white races generally. Such a war, too, must be a 
serious matter of concern for ourselves, and the sooner 
we can establish again a really strong naval force in the 
Pacific the better chance there will be of the peace of the 
world being kept unbroken.” 

Here are precisely the sentiments which have been 
expressed time and again by Americans who desire the 
growth of our Navy to be commensurate with the growth 
of our responsibilities. It would be absurd to say that 
the British writer is the paid agent of an “iniquitous 
lobby” or that he is engaged in the purpose of creating a 
war spirit for pecuniary profit; yet if the same reasons 
for increasing our Navy are put forward by Americans 
they are immediately accused of being actuated by 
ulterior motives and of seeking to build up the Navy at 
the expense of the public welfare. Perhaps if some of 
our public men interested in promoting peace would give 
to their own countrymen more credit for patriotic 
motives it might be better for the cause they claim to 
represent. 


THE NEW CHIEF OF STAFF. 


(From the New York Tribune.) 

“Suecess is so easy that it is a crime to fail.” 

Such was the comment of Gen. Leonard Wood when 
asked by what seeret method of wooing fame he had won 
a career equaled by few American soldiers. Success 
hasn’t seemed to be much of a trick for square-shouldered, 
modest Dr. Wood. 

Success with General Wood isn’t measured by the 
annual returns in greenbacks, either. A few years ago 
the Washington Traction and Electric Company, whose 
directors had been watching the soldier-doctor’s executive 
feats in Cuba, offered him the company’s presidency. 

“T will not leave the military service of the United 
States so long as my services are wanted—not for $30,000 
a year, or twice that amount,” he said when someone 
asked what he was going to do about it. “Money is not 
the only thing in the world,” he added. 

His first advance in military favor was won with his 
fists. Curiously enough, the man he knocked out was 
the commanding officer of his department, later Major 
General Miles. Young Wood had just entered the 
Army. He was then, as now, strong as a mogul engine 
and tough us tempered steel, with powerful shoulders 
and arms, short, thick neck and sturdy legs. He was 
an all-round athlete, and particularly expert as a boxer. 
Fistic bouts were a favorite pastime at headquarters. 
Miles was proud of his own prowess. The shy young 
surgeon hung hack, however, till the general one night 
gave him a special invitation to put on the gloves, assur- 
ing him he would take into consideration his opponent’s 
youth, ete. That made Dr. Wood mad through and 
through. As a _ result, General Miles was thoroughly 
thrashed, and from that time forth was the warm friend 
of the young doctor, who was destined to stand one day 
in his shoes as head of the Army. 

One of the first things the Cubans noticed about the 
new Governor, aside from his modesty, was his eminent 
fairness. There was no sentimentality or weakness 
mingled with his love for the “square deal.” Reports 
came to him that American soldiers were in the habit of 
eating at Cuban restaurants and refusing to pay. Other 
places of business suffered likewise. One day 2 Volunteer 
soldier was caught raiding a jewelry store with four 
fellow soldiers, who escaped. 

“Do you know what the penalty of this offense is if 
you are proved guilty?’ demanded General Wood sternly. 

The fellow didn’t, nor did he greatly care. He took 
it all as a joke, expecting his offense to be winked at 
after a perfunctory lecture. 

“Well, you will be hanged,” returned the General. 
“Now, tell me who were with you.” 

The man wilted at once, and a half hour later all five 
were in the guardhouse awaiting trial. 

He found the price of meat too high in Santiago. The 
butchers were summoned before him without delay. 
Through an interpreter he asked: 

“How much do you charge for your meat?” 

“Ninety cents a pound, sefior.” 

“What does it cost you?” 

There was hesitation and a shuffling of feet. Then 
one of the men said, in a whining voice: 

“Meat is very, very dear, your Excellency.” 

“How much a pound?” 

“Tt costs us very much, and’*— 

“How much a pound?” 

“Fifteen cents. your Excellency, but we have lost 
much money during the war and”?’— 

“So have your customers. Now meat will be sold at 
twenty-five cents a pound, and not one cent more. Do 
you understand?” 

They did. 

That typical Cuban institution, the agitating editor, 
began making him trouble as soon as he struck the island. 
He sent for the most violent of the editors. 

“You may say anything you please against me per- 
sonally,” he said in his quiet way, “but the moment you 
attack the government I shall put you in Morro Castle 
and keep you there.” 

On another memorable occasion General Wood was 
writing in his office in the palace one evening. A solitary 
sentry, armed with a rifle, stood at the outer door. Sud- 
denly there burst across the plaza a mob of five hundred 
Cubans. A shower of stones. bricks and other missiles 
was poured through the windows of the Spanish Club. 
A hatless messenger came. rushing in shouting, “Where’s 
the General? Quick! The Cubans are trying to take 
the town!” 

General Wood was leisurely folding up his papers. “I 
know it.” he calmly remarked to the breathless messenger. 
“T have heard the row. We will go over and stop it.” 

Picking up his riding whip, usually his only weapor. 
accompanied by the lone American soldier, he strolled 
across to the scene of trouble. Reaching the door of the 
club, the General and his single guard turned. 

“Shove them back, sentry,” he commanded. 

Around swung the rifle, and a way was soon cleared 
in front of the door. 

“Now shoot the first man who places his foot on that 
step,” he said, and strolled back to his writing. Within 
an hour the mob had dispersed. 

Thus. calmly, fearlessly, vigorously, the “Fighting 
Doctor” has wrought his career. Wherever he has gone 
reforms have followed. Now that he has the entire 
militarv force of the country at his disposal his friends 
predict that “things will look up all along the line.’ 

General Wood, like all great fighters, is a man of 
peace. Yet he considers “militarism.” that terrible word 








so often conjured with, a mere bugaboo, and denies that 
the huge standing armies and universal military service 
of Europe are a misfortune industrially. On the con- 
trary, he believes such service of the highest educational 
value in subsequent civil pursuits and such preparedness 
for war the surest guarantee of peace. 

Not that he would apply that system in this country. 
He free admits that at the present time public sentiment 
here would not tolerate a larger standing army or any 
measure of compulsory military service. However, he 
has in mind definite policies for increasing the efficiency 
of the standing Army and the size and effectiveness of the 
National Guard. Genera] Wood therefore believes in: 

Doubling the attendance at West Point so that there 
shall be twice as many trained officers available. The 
General, though not a West Point man, says he would be 
twice as useful if he were. 

Strengthening the Service schools. 

A more definite schooling system for the National 
Guard, beginning with elementary lessons the first year, 
field maneuvers the second, and closing with sham battles 
in the third. Every inducement should be offered to get 
men into the National Guard. Employers of labor should 
remove all restrictions that to-day often keep men out. 

Shortening the term of enlistment in the Regular Army 
so that the force shall be made up of younger men and 
more trained soldiers turned back to civil life to form 
the nucleus of National Guard bodies. 

Government ownership of camp sites. 

Fairer treatment of Army convicts and reinstatement 
of men dismissed for minor offenses. 

A well regulated canteen as a conserver of Army morais. 

The development of an efficient aeronautical service. 

Along all these lines the silent, active doctor-soldier 1s 
saying little, but it is confidently believed he is thinking 
a lot.

HEROES OF THE GERONIMO CAMPAIGN. 


Considerable attention has been given to the work of 
the officers in the expedition against Geronimo in 1886, 
commanded by the late Gen. H. W. Lawton (then cap- 
tain, 4th Cavalry). Soa far as we are aware, no list has 
ever been published giving the names of the enlisted 
personnel Who took part in this remarkably difficult ex- 
pedition. Tio make good this omission we give here the 
muster rolls of Troop B, 4th Cavalry, for the months of 
May and June, July and August, 1886, the troops having 
actually returned to Fort Bowie Sept. 8. Only those 
present for duty during the period are included, omitting 
those absent or detached. ‘The work performed by B 
Troop, 4th Cavalry, was most excellent, and the services 
it rendered were invaluable. In fact, it was the one 
organization which participated in the whole expedition 
from beginning to end. We shall publish the names of 
the officers and men composing the Infantry detachment 
as soon as secured. While the Infantry detachment 
rendered invaluable services, the services of the Cavalry 
covered a greater period of time and a larger area of 
country, and demonstrated that a Cavalry command, when 
well handled, can be taken through almost any kind of 
country. 

We also give a list of the infantrymen from D 
(Bailey’s) and K (Worth’s) companies of the 8th In- 
fantry present on this expedition. They performed splen- 
did service under conditions of the greatest discouragement 
and hardship. A good many of them are living, and a 
few of them may still be in the Service. The publication 
of these lists may bring out certain requests for correc- 
tion, as it is quite possible some of the names may have 
been overlooked in copying the rolls. 

There was an Infantry command, Company D, 8th 
Infantry, commanded first by Lieut. Henry Johnson and 
later by Lieut. C. P. Terrett, which formed a part of 
the Lawton expedition up to until about the middle of 
June, when it was replaced by the detachment above 
referred to. Lieut. Henry C. Benson, 4th Cav., was an 
officer of Lawton’s command during the entire expedition. 
His name is not given in the roster of B Troop, as he 
belonged to another troop. 

The following men of B Troop, 4th Cavalry, were 
present on the Geronimo expedition during the months of 
May and June, 1886. With the exception of those in 
italics, these men were also present on the Geronimo ex- 
pedition during the months of Jnly and August, 1866, as 
were also 1st Lieut. Abiel L. Smith and Pvt. John B. 
Copping. The remaining officers and men of the troops 
not mentioned were on detached service, most of them at 
Fort Huachuca, Ariz. :

CAMP AT FORT BENJAMIN HARRISON. 


Fort Benjamin Harrison, Ind., July 23, 1910. 

The camp of instruction for Officers of the National 
Guard of Illinois and Kentucky, which began at this post 
last Monday, closes to-day at noon. One hundred and 
six officers, under the command of Col. Jouett Henry, 3d 
Inf., Ky. N.G., reported for instruction on Monday, and 
one hundred officers, under the command of Col. F. § 
Wood, 5th Inf, Ul. N.G., reported for duty on the same 
date. The first camp was more in the nature of an 
experiment, but in this camp the instructors got down to 
business. Major James H. Frier, 10th Inf., was detailed 
by Major Gen. Frederick D. Grant, the Department Com- 
mander, to command the camp, and Capt. G. Maury 
Crallé, 10th Inf., Q.M. and commissary; Capt. Leartug 
J. Owen, Med. Corps, camp surgeon, and Lieut. Converse 
R. Lewis, 10th Inf., camp adjutant. These Officers were 
selccted for this work on account of their efficiency and 
Special fitness, being well equipped and capable of 
— ea intricate situation. 

+he student officers were organized into six isi 
companies, and each officer was equipped drilled and 
commanded as a private soldier, Two officers of the 
Regular Army were on duty with each company. Capts 
T. O. Murphy, 19th Inf, and Patrick A. Connelly, 26th 
Inf., were on duty with Co. A; Capts. H. A. Smith 
7th Inf., and John B. Schoeffel, 10th Inf., with Co. B: 
Capts. Le Roy Eltinge, 15th Cav. and R. M. Brambila 
27th Inf., with Co. C; Capts. G. F. Baltzell, 5th Int. 
and T. A. Baldwin, 26th Inf., with Co. D; Capt. Ralph 
E. Ingram, 10th Inf., and Lieut. H. BR, Supplee, 26th 
Inf,, with Co. E, and Capts. Tenney Ross, 3d Inf., and 
Wiley Howell, 6th Inf., with Co. F. These officers’ were 
on duty with the companies at all times. They acted as 
instructors in the care of the rifle, duties of the soldier 
formation of the company, rations and paper work, exer- 
clsés In giving commands, military deportment, close and 
extended order, patrols and advance and rear guards 
They are well qualified in these subjects, having had more 
than fifteen years’ service and being graduates of the 
Army Schoo] of the Line at Fort Leavenworth. 
crt Edwin A Shuttleworth, 2d Inf., from Fort 

homas, Ky., was the principal instructor in rations 

paper work, etc. one of the most important subjects 
taught. On Monday evening, July 18, Major Frier made 
Some very appropriate remarks concerning the methods 
of feeding a fighting army, and showed how an army 
could be well fed on the present ration with proper 
management. Capt. Harry H. Tebbetts, 10th Inf., was 
the instructor in field orders and the Infantry defense. 
His three lectures were excellent, and he is especially well 
qualified in these subjects. He was graduated from the 
Army School of the Line in 1905, the Army Staff College 
in 1906 and the Army War College in 1909. Capt. Henry 
KE. Eames, 10th Inf., was the instructor in map reading 
and the Infantry attack, and delivered eight lectures. 
Map reading has been very much simplified by Captain 
Eames, who is the author of a very reliable, accurate and 
thorough text-book on this subject. Infantry attack was 
also made very plain; all National Guard Officers realize 
the importance of Infantry in war, and many questions 
were asked which brought out just what the student 
officers did not understand and showed they were inter- 
ested in the subject. Captain Eames is a graduate of the 
Army School of the Line, the Army Staff College (1907) 
and was on duty in the Army School of the Line as an 
instructor for two years. Capt. L. J. Owen, Med. Corps. 
gave six lectures on camp police and sanitation and first 
aid to the injured, subjects very important, but rarely 
given the place they deserve. ‘The lectures were very 
thorough, and the student officers asked many questions. 
July 19 Capt. T. O. Murphy, 19th Inf., gave a lecture on 
the Combined Arms in Action.” It was very instructive 
rather complicated to the uninitiated, but very interest. 
ing; many expressed regret that it ended so soon. 
_On W ednesday and Friday evenings there was a prac- 
tical demonstration of the war game, which included 
Infantry, Cavalry and Artillery. The different instructors 
took command of imaginary armies, moved them to places 
of defense and attack, and then discussed the situation. 
On Thursday Col. L. Mervin Maus, Med. Corps, Chief 
Surgeon, Department of the Lakes, at Chicago ‘gave a 
lecture on the health of troops, which included camp 
sanitation, prevention of diseases and the care and shelter 
of troops in campaign. 

Co. B, 10th Infantry, Capt. F. L. D. Breckinridge 
was on duty in the camp during the week. They assisted 
in the police of the camp, did the necessary guard duty 
and assisted in the preparation of the food. The best 
cooks that the Regular Army ‘could produce were detailed 
to prepare the food, and excellent non-commissioned offi- 
cers were detailed to act as mess sergeants. 

Many of the National Guard officers made very compli- 
mentary remarks concerning the arrangement and manage- 
ment of the camp, the methods of instruction and the 
courtesy shown them by the Regular Army officers. It 
is believed by all the officers that the camp was a complete 
success. Indeed, no details were overlooked by the 
commander and his staff. The responsible officers deserve 
great credit for the manner in which they did their work, 
and it is believed that all the student officers left Fort 
Benjamin Harrison on July 23 considerably wiser in their 
military profession. 


AMERICAN CADETS IN LONDON. 
(From the London Daily News.) 

Between the showers of rain that spoiled Saturday as 
a day of outdoor sightseeing for visitors to London, the 
busy Strand was the scene of a curious exchange of 
courtesies between a company of Boy Scouts and a hand- 
ful of the American naval cadets who journeyed from 
Plymouth on Friday on a flying week-end visit to the 
metropolis. Headed by a band and a small drum major 
wielding his silver staff, the Boy Scouts came swinging 
along the Strand. MHaughtily and naughtily they smiled 
at all the policemen on point duty, for they were masters 
of the vehicular situation, and they successfully disor- 
ganized the traffic on one side of the road. Attracted 
by the sound of martial music, the American cadets hur- 
ried out of their hotel. and were amused to see how 
effectively a number of boys could “hold up” the traffic 
in a busy London street. 

“Ain’t that just fine!” said one of the cadets to his 
chums, as they stood in a line on the pavement. “An? 
they’re playing a bully tune,” remarked. another. “I 
wonder what it is. TLet’s get to know.” 

There was a merry-eyed policeman standing near the 
cadets, and he enlightened them. “That’s a well known 
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tune over ‘ere, sir.” he said. “Been all the rage for 
months, and I must say it sounds well played as a 
march. They call it ‘Has anybody ’ere seen Kelly? ” 

Then as the company of Boy Scouts passed, the band 
still playing the popular air and the small drum major 
still wielding his mighty staff, the cadets saluted and 
went back to their hotel. There were hundreds of these 
young fellows seeing London between the showers on 
Saturday. They returned yesterday to join the Massa- 
chusetis, lowa and Indiana, the battleships that make up 
the United States squadron lying in Plymouth Harbor. 
The most striking thing about them is their dress, which 
is of the simplest description, the uniform consisting of 
a perfectly plain dark blue jacket, with trousers of the 
same material, relieved by a few streaks of gold braid 
on the cuffs and collar. Among the sightseers was a son 
of Admiral Sampson, who earned fame at Santiago. 


GRATITUDE OF SOLDIER TO A COMRADE. 
By A. G. Peterson, St. Louis, Mo., in the Confederate Veteran. 
A few years ago while in New York city I called on 
my old commander, Gen. Danie] E. Sickles, under whom 
I enlisted on May 10, 1861, in the 1st Regiment of the 
Excelsior Brigade, afterward numbered the 70th New 


York Infantry. 

After being most cordially greeted by General Sickles, 
he said: “I am sorry you were not here last week. I 
had a call from a member of your old regiment, and it 
was very remarkable. The door bell rang, and my servant 
went to the door and met an elderly gentleman who said 
he wanted to see his old general. He was invited into 
the parlor, and the servant told me that an old soldier 
wanted to see me. I went into the parlor, expecting to 
be called upon for alms. After we chatted awhile, I 
asked him where he was stopping, and he told me at the 
Waldorf-Astoria. He further told me that he had his 
wife with him. So, of course, my anxiety was relieved 
as to almsgiving. He then told me that he desired me 
to help him find an old comrade of his to-whom be was 
under obligations. I suggested that he write the War 
Department at Washington. He requested me to write 
for him, and I complied with his request; but the War 
Department could net furnish the information. When 
he called upon me the second time I told him the result 
of my correspondence with the War Department, and he 
then asked me if there was not some other way whereby 
this comrade might be found. Then I suggested that he 
advertise for him in the newspapers, but this would cost 
a large sum of money, and he replied: ‘Never mind the 
cost. It doesn’t make any difference what it costs; I 
will pay the bill.’ I was satisfied that he was a respon- 
sible party, and so made arrangements with several 
advertising agencies at the cost of several thousand 
dollars to find tue man he sought so anxiously. 

“Well, to make a long story short, this man was found 
in one of the Far Western states, and my caller, with his 
wife, the next day started in search of him. In due time 
they found the long-sought comrade. He was a small 
farmer near a city of about five thousand inhabitants. 
The greeting was most cordial: and after'a visit of 
about a week the guest purchased a farm, the best farm 
in the county. He also purchased the leading country 
store in the small city, and placed to the credit of his 
long-sought friend the sum of one hundred thousand 
dollars. The store and farm were also deeded to his 
friend, after which he came back to New York. 

“He called to see me upon his return and told me the 
story as I have given it to you. He then added that in 
1860 he came to this country from Holland and went 
into the ‘lumber business.’ which he afterward explained 
was the buying of matches at wholesale and peddling 
them through the large business buildings. At this busi- 
ness he made a trifle over a thousand dollars. The war 
broke out in 1861, and after depositing his savings he 
enlisted in the Excelsior Regiment. which was the Ist 
Regiment of my old brigade. In the battle of Malvern 
Hill he was severely wounded and left on the field for 
dead. After nightfall this friend, who was his bunkmate, 
crawled out to where he was, picked him up, carried him 
back to our lines, and nursed him carefully until well 
on the road to health. 

“He then came back to New York city, and again went 
into the ‘lumber business.’ After a few years he had 
saved something over two thousand dollars, and taking 
this, with the thousand dollars in bank made just pre- 
vious to the war, he returned to his native country, 
Holland, to visit his old parents, whom he had not seen 
for years. After a stay of several months he gave his 
parents a thousand dollars and then went to South Africa, 
having a brother in business there at Kimberly. He 
invested his savings with his brother, and they soon 
branched out, establishing four other stores jn the 
diamond districts of that country. In this way they be- 
came interested in diamond mines. When Cecil Rhodes 
brought about the merger of all the diamond mines of 
that far-off country our old comrade sold out his entire 
holdings in Africa for twenty-five millions of dollars. He 
then determined to find the old soldier who had saved his 
life on the battlefield of Malvern Hill. So I say again 
that I am sorry you were not here last week to have met 
this old gentleman and to have heard his story.” 

General Sickles resides at 25 Fifth avenue, New York.

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The Government will file in the United States Court 
of Customs Appeals an application for a review of the 
decision of the Board of United States General .Ap- 
praisers at New York that an article used in’ manufac- 
turing guncotton and smokeless powder and produced 
from cotton linters by treating them with soda, ash and 
chloride of lime, and afterward washing them with pure 
water, constituted cotton waste, and should be admitted 
free of duty, under Par. 548 of the new tariff law. The 
Government claims that it should be assessed as a manu- 
facture of cotton at twenty per cent. ad valorem, under 
Par.

Secretary George A. Sanford, of the Army Branch of 
the Y.M.C.A, of New York, makes an appeal for con- 
tributions to add to the effectiveness of the work. A 
thousand soldiers a day make the Army branch their 
club.

Taking the totals given in the Canal Record for July 
13 last, we find that the total amount of excavation done 
on the Panama Canal to June 30, 1910, was 110,763.623 
cubic yards and that 63,902,971 remain to be excavated. 
showing that the work is on the last lap. Using the last 
two years, 1908 and 1909, as guides, with their totals 
of thirty-seven and thirty-eight millions, respectively. we 
strike an average for the two years of thirty-seven and 
a half million cubie yards per year. Dividing the sixty- 
three millions yet to be excavated by.this average, we 
ascertain that at the rate of progress made in 1908-09 
the excavating should be finished in less than two years. 
The excayation made by the French companies was 
seventy-eight million cubic yards, of which only twenty- 
nine millions were useful for the present task. All records 
for excavating from Culebra Cut in a rainy season month 
were broken in June last. when 1,305,141 eubic yards of 
rock and earth were taken out, beating the previous best 
figures by nearly three thousand yards. The upward 
march of the Zone in the scale of civilization is shown 
by three recent events—the appearance of an illustrated 
magazine uf the Zone high school, the beginning of a 
crusade in Colon against flies and the holding of a 
marathon race,

Referring to the fact that Secretary Meyer has adopted 
the recommendation of the Paymaster General of the 
Navy that all requisitions for supplies shall be submitted 
to his office for approval before becoming effective, the 
New York Tribune says: “In the matter of administra- 
tion ashore, and especially of the purchasing of supplies. 
Mr. Meyer, as is demonstrated by his treatment of 
Paymaster General Cowie’s recommendation, is entirely 
ready to delegate to the staff all the authority and respon- 
sibility which are requisite for the most effective work 
and for the greatest economy.” 





Some time ago the Military Information Division sent 
out blanks to all civilian Americans in the Philippine 
Islands with a view to obtaining statistics in regard to 


the number of men who would probably be available jn 
case of necessity for military purposes. The following 
list of 8,187 men, according to the Military Digest, 
shows the number of men who have served in the different 
branches of the Army: Infantry, 1,825: CavaPry, 490: 
Artillery, 184: Engineers, 44; Hospital Corps, 225: 
Marine Corps, 50; Navy, 483; Signal Corps, 82, and 
surgeons, 4. 
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Harvard announces its football schedule for 1910, as 
follows: Oct. 1, Bates; Oct. 5, Bowdoin; Oct. 8, Wil- 
liams; Oct, 15, Amherst; Oct. 22, Brown; Oct. 29, West 
Point, at West Point; Nov. 5, Cornell; Nov. 12, Dart- 
mouth; Nov. 19. Yale, at New Haven. It will be noted 
that a game with West Point appears in this schedule. 
In the game of 1909 Cadet Byrne received injuries which 
caused his death, and the Army immediately canceled 
all its dates. 





Capt. Robert F. Scott, commander of the British 
Antarctic expedition, left London July 16 for New 
Zealand, where he will join the others of his party on 
board the exploring steamer Terra Nova, which departed 
from London on June 1 for Cardiff. where she coaled 
and then continued to New Zealand. Captain Scott plans 
to arrive at the Sonth Pole in December, 1911. 
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The description of the ride of Mrs. M. B. Wadsworth 
in the AkMy AND Navy JourNat of July 16 recalls the 
remarks made a few days ago by an officer of the In- 
fantry who was discussing the practical] value of the 
physical exercise prescribed. “I do my exercise regularly 
as the order directs, but what do I gain by it, I’d like 
to know,” he said. “It’s true that I get the exercise, 
but I lose something of more value than that, namely, 
rest and the comfort which one should get out of his 
family. It’s a rush now with no time for the family. 
Wliy, I often have to ride clear past the dinner hour to 
get in the stipulated amount of exercise. It would be 
all right if I wete rich enough to have my horse fed 
before daybreak atid had an electric valet, but, as things 
ate, my impression is that I am losing by it. Sunday is 
broken in upon with the rides, and that great day of 
relaxation and recuperation is thus lost to me. Take an 
officer who is not feeling well and realizes that he needs 
rest after working all day. When on top of his regular 
wotk is piled this physical order business, he just feels 
at the breaking point. I have known surgeons who recom- 
mended to officers feeling that way that they go on the 
sick report, but there is no officer with proper spirit who 
will not seek to evade going on sick report. He will try 
to do his work and take the required exercise if he 
possibly can.’ The Army and Navy Gazette is disposed to 
be amused at what it regards as the unedifying spectacle 
of corpulent gentlemen sprinting along country roads in 
order to test or display their physical aptitude for service 
in the U.S. Army. It says: “Exactly the same problem 
is now occupying attention in France, where the subject 
of elimination has been latterly much discussed. It is 
felt evety where, more and more, that the responsibilities 
of superior officers demand the maximum of fitness, but 
whether this is best determined by tests such as are pro- 
posed for the U.S. Army is questionable.” 
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The following, from the Baltimore Sun, may be ac- 
cepted as a correction of the previous statement by that 
paper concerning the late Chief of the Bureau of Naval 
Construction. It is more nearly in accord with the fact, 
which is that Chief Constructor Capps has the confidence 
of the members of his Corps, including those immediately 
associated with him in his office: “Admiral Washington 
Lee Capps, of the U.S. Navy, Who has resigned as Chief 
Constructor, has perhaps done more for the improvement 
of naval vessels than any other. Admiral Capps is a son 
of a Virginia farmer, Mr. Washington T. Capps, of Nor- 
folk county. He was graduated at Annapolis in 1884 
and pursued a course in naval architecture in Glasgow. 
He speedily attracted the attention of his superior officers 
by his efficiency and zeal in the Service. In 1889 he was 
ordered to Manila in connection with the fleet under 
Admiral Dewey, being aid on the Admiral’s staff. While 
occupying this place he had charge of the work of raising 
the Spanish ships that had been sunk in the battle of 
Manila Bay. So conspicuous had been the services of 
Mr. Capps that when Admiral Bowles retired President 
Roosevelt appointed Mr. Capps Chief Constructor, with 
the rank of rear admiral, upon the urgent recommendation 
of Mr. Moody, then Secretary of the Navy, and now on 
the bench of the Supreme Court. Under the administra- 
tion of Secretary Newberry Admiral Capps accomplished 
many notable reforms and economies in the operation of 
the navy yards. In his work at the head of the Bureau 
of Construction and Repairs Admiral Capps, it is said, 
has had the loyal support and confidence of his Corps. 
Indeed, next to the welfare of the Navy, that of the 
Corps of Constructors seems to have been the chief con- 
cern of Admiral Capps, and it is said that every member 
of the Corps regards his resignation with the keenest 
regret.” 





Several months ago the ArMy AND NAvy JOURNAL 
published the report of the findings of the board of med- 
ical officers of the Army in the Philippines on the ques- 
tion of colored underclothing for tropical use. The con- 
tention of Lieut. Col. Charles E. Woodruff that light 
and not heat causes the distress in tropical countries 
so often ascribed to heat alone has resulted in the order- 
ing of an jnvestigation by the War Department as to 
whether blondes or brunettes stand better the actinic 
rays of tropical suns. New commands going to the Philip- 
pines are to keep detailed health records of an equal 
number of blondes and brunettes in the enlisted ranks 
for the benefit of the Army board on tropical diseases. 
A complexion study is to be made of the sick in hos- 
pitals, and data will be gathered from the soldiers in- 
valided home, all bearing on the correctness of the theory 
that persons of dark complexion show less the effect 
of the sun in a hot climate than do their lighter compan- 
ions. It may be worth while, in this connection, to 
remark that we made a criticism of Colonel Woodruff's 
theory on the ground that he claimed in support 
of it that blondes flourish most in foggy or cloudy 
climes, whereas the most pronounced blonde ,types are 
found in the high. clear and brilliant atmosphere of 
Scandinavia. We have never had that criticism of Colo- 
nel Woodruff’s contention yet replied to. We would 
alse call attention to the fact that in our report of the 
investigation of colored clothing (issue of May 21, page 
1126) we referred to the experiments that had been made 
with different kinds of skin in the Philippines, to ascer- 
tain which was the more nearly impervious to light, and 
by which it had been proved that the density of texture 
in the white skin made up for lack of pigment. Photo- 
graphs of the various skins were made in the Philippines 
to prove the truth of these conclusions. 


In an international rifle match between members ot 
the legation guards at Pekin, China, recently, the repre- 
sentatives of the United States were the winners in both 
the officers’ match and the enlisted men’s match, and the 
British representatives were second. The officers’ match 
was open to teams of two, and the enlisted men’s match 
for teams of three. The distances were 200, 300 and 
500 yards, ten shots per man at each. The total score 
of each competitor and team was as follows: Officers’ 
match—American team. Captain Holcombe 138, Lieu- 
tenant Waller 134—272: British team, Col. Abbott 
Anderson 125, Lieutenant Kirkpatrick 129—254; German 
team, Oberleutnant Witekind 124, Oberleutnant Wolff 
120—244. Enlisted men’s match—American team, Cor- 
poral Smith 137, Corporal Sufelt 139, Private Shnler 
1839—415;. British team, Sergeant O’Donnel] 126, Ser- 
geant Gregory 122. Sergeant Griffin 129—377; German 
team, Steinerker 121. Wittig, 122, Baltausshat 120—363 ; 
Italian team, Mainoldi 127, Giucchetti 117, Abitor 85— 
229; Austrian team, Kichler 109, Brucic 96, Ujulassy 
109—314. The prizes in the officers’ match were a silver 
cup to each member of the winning team, presented by 








American officers’ mess, and in the enlisted men’s match, 
$15 to the first team, $9 to the second and $6 to the 
third. The French declined to enter on the ground that 
their sights are graduated for meters, instead of yards. 
The Russians were under quarantine at the time because 
of smallpox in ‘their barracks. The Japanese declined to 
pazticipate. The Belgians were unable to do so as their 
men were out at the western hiJis. The Austrians had 
but twenty men to pick from, but they entered a team.

Ex-President Roosevelt’s editorial in the last number 
of the Outlook is entitled “Leonard Wood.” Speaking of 
General Wood’s work during the twelve years since he 
was Acting Governor of Santiago, Mr. Roosevelt says: 
“What has been accomplished in the Philippines, in Cuba. 
in Porto Rico, in Panama and in San Domingo during 
these twelve years represents a sum of achievements of 
which this nation has a right to be extremely proud. In 
each locality the problem has been different, in each 
locality it has been solved with signal success. Of course 
there have been mistakes and shortcomings, but on the 
whole it would be difficuit to find anywhere a finer record 
of successful accomplishment. * * * The share of 
the Army in the honor roli is very large. The importance 
of work like that of General Bell in the Philippines, of 
General Barry in Cuba, can hardly be overestimated ; but, 
as a whole, of all the work of the Army officers, the 
greatest in amount, and the greatest in variety of achieve- 
ment, must be credited to General Wood. * * * His 
administration was as signally successful in the Moro 
country as in Cuba. In each case alike it brought in its 
train peace, an increase in material prosperity and a 
rigid adherence to honesty as the only policy tolerated 
among officials. * * * His rise has been astonishing, 
and it has been due purely to his own striking qualifica- 
tions and striking achievements. Again and again he has 
rendered great service to the American people; and he 
will continue to render such service in the position he 
now holds.” 





The Saratoga Racing Association has arranged for a 
special race for Saturday, Aug. 13, for horses owned by 
officers of the U.S. Army, entries to close on Aug. 6. 
The conditions of the race, which are unusually interest- 
ing, are as follows: The Officers’ Army Service Cup— 
For horses four years old and upward, the property 
unconditionally and free from contingency of the officers 
of the U.S. Army from Jan. 1, 1910, to date of entry; 
purse $300, of which $70 to the second and $30 to the 
third. A gold cup of the. value of $250 to the regiment, 
corps or staff department to which the winner belongs. 
To the owner of the winner a silver cup of the value of 
$150: to the owner of the second a silver cup of the 
value of $75: to the owner of the third a silver cup of 
the value of $50. Horses to be ridden (in drab service 
uniform) by an officer of the regiment, corps or staff 
department from which the entry was made. The name 
of the rider to he announced to the clerk of the course at 
or before the time fixed for the running of the second 
race of the day on which the race is run. Weight to be 
carried, 150 pounds; thoroughbreds 14 pounds extra. 
Half-breds to be announced as such at the time of making 
entry, or the entry will be considered as that of a 
thoroughbred. No saddle to be used weighing less than 
seven pounds. Overweight allowed if declared to the 
clerk of the scales by the hour fixed for the running of 
the second race of the day on which the race is run. 
Five to enter and three to start, or the race may be 
declared off. One mile. 
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When Acting Secretary of the Navy Beekman Winthrop 
returns to his desk on Monday, Aug. 1, he will have before 
him two perplexing questions growing out of the recent 
changes at the headquarters ef the Marine Corps. Lieut. 
Col. Thomas C. Prince, who, on July 15, was detached 
from the Marine headquarters te duty as Ist Brigade 
quartermaster, U.S.M.C., at Manila, P.I., has made appli- 
eation for retirement, having completed thirty years 
service. The Acting Secretary had not decided what 
action he would take in this case when he left Washing- 
ton, and it is thought that he has taken the matter up 
with President Taft. Usually requests for retirement after 
thirty years’ service are not refused, but when an officer 
is under orders exceptions have been made. The question 
arises whether the President and Acting Secretary will 
insist upon Colonel Prince’s serving in the Philippines 
before he retires. Colonel Denny has not complied with 
the requirements of the physical test order, as the 
surgeons at a preliminary physical examination prior to 
making the ride reported against his compliance with the 
order, On this account it is thought that the Acting 





Secretary will order him before the retiring board before 
his departure for his new post on Aug. 1. Colonel Prince 
is a_native of Ohio. He was appointed to the Naval 
Academy in 1878, being graduated in 1882. He was ap- 
pointed a second lieutenant in the Marine Corps in July, 
1884. He has recently been attached to Marine Corps 
headquarters in Washington.

Major Gen. Frederick D. Grant, U.S.A., took command 
of the Department of the East, with headquarters at 
Governors Island, N.Y., on July 25, succeeding Major 
Gen. Leonard Wood, who has assumed his duties at 
Washington as Chief of the General Staff. The departure 
of Gen. and Mrs. Grant from Chicago, where for two 
years the General had been in command of the Depart- 
ment of the Lakes, was sincerely regretted. This is the 
second time the War Department has ordered General 
Grant. to Governors Island, and the Department of the 
East is considered the most desirable assignment for a 
military cemmander. The return of the General and his 
wife to New York will be hailed with delight by hosts of 
friends. General Grant, however, will not be settled at 
Governors Island until about Aug. 30, as he goes to Pine 
Camp, N.Y., to assume command of the joint maneuvers 
there during all of August. 











The Naval Militia of Maine, Massachusetts. Rhode 
Island, Connecticut, New York, New Jersey, Pennsyl- 
vania, the District of Columbia and Maryland have been 
having practical instruction under the direction of the 
Navy Department since July 23, being distributed among 
the warships of the Atlantic Squadron, which at once put 
to sea. They have had to stand watch and do all the 
various work on shipboard assigned to seamen, with the 
regular seamen as a guide, which is the only practical 
way the land sailors can learn sufficient to be of use to 
the Navy in time of war. Rear Admiral Schroeder planned 
to give the men as much work as can be crowded into the 
ten days allotted for the cruise. There was no wasting 
time in stopping at summer resorts and breaking into 
the routine, but the cruise was strictly one of practical 
work. Some of the Naval Militiamen may have had a 
little more of the “rolling deep” than they like, but it 
will be good for them to learn what real service demands. 





Infantry and cavalry, under the command of General 
Monteagudo, of the Rural Guards, and aggregating about 
1,300 men, left Camp Columbia, Havana, on July 26 for 
El Caney, in the province of Santiago de Cuba, where an 
insurrection was said to have broken out, under the 
leadership of General Miniet and Colonel Jane, veterans 
of past revolutions in Cuba. There are already strong 
military forces in the -province of Santiago, and these 
were ordered out at the first sign of the outbreak. The 
police of Santiago raided the Veterans’ Club, of which 
Colonel Jane is the president, and discovered a great 
quantity of arms and ammunition concealed there. These 
were confiscated. Lieutenant Castello, of the rurales, sur- 
prised the camp of the insurgents commanded by General 
Miniet July 27 on a farm near El Caney, Santiago pro- 
vince. One insurgent was killed and General Miniet and 
two others were captured. The rest of the band escaped, 
with the rurales pursuing them. 





A Manila despatch dated July 29 says: “Lieut. Col. 
Robert F. Ames, 12th Inf., who was court-martialed after 
an investigation of the suicide at his home of 2d Lieut. 
Clarence M. Janney, of the same regiment, was released 
from arrest to-day. The findings of the court have not 
been published here, but it is understood that he was 
reduced twelve numbers. Mrs. Janney, widow of the 
suicide, who was a witness at the court-martial, has sailed 
for Hong Kong, on the way to her home in San Fran- 
cisco. Lieutenant Colonel Ames was charged with con- 
duct unbecoming an gfficer and to the prejudice of 
military discipline. He was arrested on orders from 
Washington, following the receipt there of the report of 
the board of inquiry which investigated the death of 
Lieutenant Janney. Janney shot himself after a quarrel 
with his wife while the two were dinner guests of Ames.” 





Aside from the terrible loss of life in the gun explosion 
at Fort Monroe, Va., on July 21, there is cause for con- 
gratulation on the excellent marksmanship recorded dur- 
ing the battle practice. The targets, which represented 
an invading fleet, and each the size of the vitals of a 
warship, were completely and quickly demolished, and the 
discipline of the men, even those who were aware of the 
accident, is deserving of the highest commendation. The 
range at which the “invading fleet” attempted to pass 
the batteries of Fort Monroe was approximately six 
thousand yards. 





Acting Secretary of War Oliver on July 29 appointed 
the following board of Engineer officers, who will take 
up the work of raising the battleship Maine: Col. William 
M. Black, now stationed in New York city: Lieut. Col. 
Mason M. Patrick, now stationed at Norfolk, and Capt. 
Harley B. Ferguson, now stationed at Montgomery, Ala. 
The board is to have complete control of the work and 
is to continue until the wrecked Maine is either raised 
or destroyed and the remains found in her buried here in 
Arlington Cemetery. <A further reference to the matter 
will be found on page 1440 of this issue. 
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Five cases of black water fever have been reported on 
board the protected cruiser Des Moines at Daker, Sene- 
gambia, Africa. One of the patients is Paymaster’s Clerk 
Hunter. The black fever is an aggravated form of 
typhoid or malarial fever which is common along the 
west coast of Africa. This. however, is one of a very 
few instances in which it has broken out in the Navy. 
The ship’s surgeon recommends a change of climate for 
the patients.

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RECENT DEATHS. 

Pay Dir. Thomas H. Looker, U.S.N., retired, a veteran 
of the Mexican and Civil Wars, died at his home in 
Washington, D.C., July 24, 1910, of nervous debility. He 
first entered the Navy as a midshipman Nov. 6, 1846, and 
served through the Mexican War in the U.S.S. German- 
town and Flirt in actions and expeditions ashore and in 
small vessels and boats up the river. He resigned Nov. 
24, 1852, because of protracted illness incident to the line 
of duty. He was appointed a purser in the Navy Aug. 
31, 1853, and served through the Civil War. He was 
promoted pay director March 3, 1871, and was retired 
Nov. 23, 1891, and at the time of his death held the rank 
of rear admiral. His service after his reappointment in 
the Navy included duty in the brig Bainbridge, of the 
Brazil Squadron, 1853-56: sloop-of-war Portsmouth, of 
the East India Squadron, 1857-58; steamer Brooklyn, 
Home Squadron, 1858-60, and of the Atlantic and Gulf 
Squadrons, 1861, which conveyed troops and assisted in 
saving Fort Pickens and instituting blockade at the mouth 
of the Mississippi River He was paymaster in charge 
of supplies of the North Atlantic Blockading Squadron, 
1861-3. and was in the memorable action (as a Volun- 
teer) between the ram Merrimac and the squadron at 
Hampton Roads in May, 1862. He served in the Balti- 
more, 1864; Powhatan, South Pacific Station, 1865-6, and 
was fleet paymaster there to 1868, after which he was on 
duty in the Navy Pay Office at Baltimore, Md. His 
subsequent assignments included duty as assistant to the 
Secretary of the Navy, 1877; general inspector of the 
Pay Corus, 1878-82, and again from 1889 to 1891; Pay- 
master General of the Navy and Chief of the Bureau of 
Provisions and Clothing, March, 1890. ‘Three sons, Ed- 
ward F., William C., Reginald B., and one daughter, 
Miss Bertha H. Tooker, survive him. 

Brig. Gen. James W. Reilly, U.S.A., retired, died of 
uremic poisoning at Atlantic City, N.J., on July 23, 
1910. He was born in Pennsylvania Aug. 2, 1839, and 
was appointed a cadet at the U.S. Military Academy 
from that state July 1, 1859: was graduated and ap- 
pointed a first lieutenant in the Ordnance Department 
June 11, 1863: reached the grade of colonel by regular 
promotion Feb. 18, 1903: was appointed brigadier gen- 
eral Aug. 1, and was retired, by operation of law, Aug. 
2, 1903, having reached the age of sixty-four years. 
General Reilly was brevetted captain March 13, 1865, for 
faithful and meritorious services in the campaign of 
November and December, 1864, including the battles of 
Franklin and Nashville. His remains were interred in 
Greenmount Cemetery, Baltimore, Md. 

Mr. John G. Cowie, brother of Paymaster General 
Thomas J. Cowie, U.S.N., died at Washington, D.C., 
July 15, 1910. 

Mrs. Ann E. Van Rensselaer Hoff, widow of Bvt. Col. 
Alexander H. Hoff, Med. Corps, U.S.A., and mother of 
Col. John Van R. Hoff, Med. Corps, U.S.A., and of 
a Edward Hunter, died at New York city July 23, 
1 

Carpenter Thomas McGlone, U.S.N., retired, who died 
at Brooklyn, N.Y., July 16, 1910, was a native of New 
York, was warranted a carpenter May 18, 1870, and had 
previously served as an acting carpenter. He was retired 
April 6, 1894, for disability incident to the Service. He 
was the senior carpenter in his grade on the retired list. 

In G.O. 16, May 14. 1910, Philippine Constabulary, 
Brig. Gen. H. H. Bandholtz, Chief of Constabulary, an- 
nounces the death of 1st Lieut. Emilio B. Garcia, com- 
manding officer, 1st Company, Constabulary of Panga- 
sinan, at Manila, P.I., April 26, 1910, and says: 
“Tieutenant Garcia entered the Constabulary Service as 
a second class private in the Constabulary of Tayabas 
Oct. 8, 1904, and was promoted to the grade of first 
sergeant Oct. 10, 1904, and for his aptitude and efficiency 
was commissioned a subinspector Nec. 24, 1904; promoted 
to third lieutenant March 15, 1906; to second lieutenant 
July 1, 1907, and to first lieutenant July 18, 1909. Prior 
to entering the Constabulary, Lieutenant Garcia served 
three years in the Spanish army, during which period he 
was awarded the Maria Cristina Cross and four other 
decorations for fidelity and distinguished services. One 
year of this service was as a commissioned officer, and 
he was mustered out with the rank of first lieutenant. 
He also served three years in the Philippine Scouts as 
first sergeant, and was honorably discharged Sept. 30, 
1904. Lieutenant Garcia was an officer of marked zeal 
and excellent character. By his death the Constabulary 
loses one of its very efficient officers.” 

Edward Darlington, the eleven months old son of Rev. 
Edward Darlington, and grandson of Rear Admiral] R. B. 
Bradford, U.S.N., died at Nezinscot Farm, Turner, Me., 
July 25. 

Med. Dir. James Albert Hawke, U.S.N., retired, died 
at the U.S. Naval Medical School Hospital, Washington, 
D.C., July 25, 1910. Dr. Hawke was born in Bristol, 
Pa., Jan. 31, 1841, where he attended school before enter- 
ing the medical department of the University of Pennsy!- 
vania, from which institution he received his degree :in 
medicine in March, 1863. On March 28, 1863, he was 
commissioned as first lieutenant and assistant surgeon of 
the 114th Pennsylvania Volunteers, with which regiment 
he participated in the battles of Chancellorsville, Gettys- 





burg, Wapping Heights, Auburn, Locust Grove, Mine 
Run, Kelly’s Ford, Wilderness, Guineas Station and 
Petersburg. On April 25, 1865, he was promoted to the 
grade of major and surgeon, being assigned as brigade 
surgeon with the 215th Pennsylvania Volunteers with 
the Army of the Potomac, under General Grant. He was 
mustered out with the regiment on July 31, 1865. After 
the close of the war Dr. Hawke practiced in Bristol, and 
later extended his studies in Philadelphia preparatory 
for the Navy, in which Service he was commissioned an 
assistant surgeon on June 24, 1867. His first naval serv- 
ice was on the receiving ship and at the Naval Asylum 
in Philadelphia, from which he was detached on July 3, 
1868, to serve on the U.S.S. Nyack, Powhatan and 
Pensacola, on the South Pacific and Pacific Stations. He 
returned to the Naval Hospital, Philadelphia, in May, 
1872, and served also at the navy yard until he had been 
promoted to the grade of passed assistant surgeon on 
Feb. 26, 1873. His second cruise was on the U.S.S. 
Wasp, in the South Atlantic, from which station he re- 
turned to the Naval Hospital, Philadelphia, on July 19, 
1876. His next duty, after being promoted to the grade 
of surgeon, May 1, 1879, was on the U.S.S. Constellation 
and on the Monocacy and Swatara, on the Asiatic Station, 
whence he was assigned to shore duty on the receiving 
ship Wabash at Boston from Feb. 19, 1883, to July 1, 
1886, when he was assigned to the Essex, on which he 
again returned from the Asiatic Station in 1889. For 
the ensuing four and one-half years Surgeon Hawke was 
on special duty at Portsmouth, N.H., and in charge of 
the vellow fever hospital at Widow’s Island, Me. Fol- 
lowing five months’ service on the receiving ship In- 
dependence at Mare Island, Cal., in 1894, he passed his 
examination for the grade of medical inspector, to which 
he was promoted on June 8, 1895, while serving as fleet 
surgeon of the Asiatic Station on the Charleston and 
Baltimore. He returned to the Pacific Station on the 
Baltimore, which experienced one of the most memorable 
storms of naval history, and became fleet surgeon on the 
Philadelphia, completing his fourteen years of sea duty 
on June 16, 1897. He was then assigned to duty as 
senior medical officer of the navy yard, New York, where 
he remained through the Spanish-American War and 
until October, 1900, when, having been promoted to the 
grade of medical director on Sept. 24, 1899, he was 
placed in command of the Naval Hospital, Mare Island, 
Cal., and where he served _as president of the naval 
medical examining boards. He was placed on the retired 
list, with the rank of rear admiral, upon reaching the age 
limit of sixty-two years, on Jan. 31, 1903, but was re- 
tained on active duty until Apri] 1, 1903. Dr. Hawke 
was married Jan. 29, 1868, to Miss Mary Whilldin Half- 
mann, of Philadelphia, who survives him. There are 
also five surviving children—Dr. Wilfred W. Hawke, 
superintendent of State Hospital for the Insane, Warren, 
Pa.; Albert L. Hawke, of Calistoga, Cal.: Mrs. Lovering, 
wife of Med, Dir. P. A. Lovering, U.S.N.: Mrs. Fiske, 
wife of Surg. C. N. Fiske, U.S.N., and Miss Mabel M. 
Hawke. Funeral services were held from St. James 
Chapel, Bristol, Pa., July 28. 

Mrs. Jennie Kelso Wallace, sister of Lieut. J. M. Kelso, 
jr., U.S.A., retired, and wife of the Hon. R. M. Wallace, 
M.C., died on June 20, 1910, at Texarkana, Ark. 

Mr. Edward Crisler Luke, son of Major E. H. Luke, 
3d Inf., Miss. N.G., died at Madison, Va., July 15, 1910. 

Bvt. Capt. Charles Sellmer, first lieutenant U.S.A., 
retired, a well known officer of the old Army, died at his 
home, Zelwood, Fla. July 24, 1910, of malarial fever. 
Capt. Sellmer, who served on the active list of the Army 
and Volunteers from 1854 to 1891, was born in Germany 
Feb. 20, 1832. He enlisted in the U.S. Army as a private 
Nov. 8, 1854, and was assigned to Company D, Ist Artil- 
lery, rising to the rank of first sergeant therein. He 
remained with the 1st Artillery until June, 1863, when 
he was appointed a first lieutenant in the 11th Maine 
Infantry, and rising to the rank of captain. He was 
known as a faithful and efficient officer, and was in com- 
mand of the famous Swamp Angel Battery. He was 
awarded four brevets for Civil War service, as follows: 
First lieutenant, for gallant and meritorious services at 
Fort Gregg, Va.; captain, for gallant and meritorious 
services in the battle of Appomattox Court House, Va.; 
major of Volunteers, for conspicuous gallantry in the 
assault on Fort Gregg, and lieutenant colonel of Volun- 
teers, for gallant and meritorious services during the war. 
He was appointed a second lieutenant, 2d Infantry, Sept. 
2, 1867; was assigned to the 3d Artillery July 14, 1869; 
was promoted first lieutenant July 2, 1877, and was re- 
tired July 31, 1891. He was a graduate of the Artillery 
School, class of 1872. 

Mrs. Mary Honoria Gill, wife of Chief Carpenter John

His condition is reported as 
quite serious, and an operation, it is thought, will be 
necessary.

He is a 
son of Gen. Adelbert Ames, a graduate of West Point, 
class of 1861. 


Rear Admiral F. S. Pelham, British navy, gave a 
dinner July 20 at Gibraltar at his residence, the Mount, 
where he entertained Capt. George R. Clark, Comdrs. 
William H. G. Bullard, Carlo B. Brittain and Edward 
H. Durrell, U.S.N., of the Naval Academy Practice 
Squadron. Others present were R. L. Sprague, the 
American Consul; Captain Allenby, Sir Frederick and 
Lady Evans, Lieut. and Mrs. Wilkinson, Mrs. Dobbs and 
Capt. and Mrs. Smyth-Osborne. Toasts to King George 
and President Taft of the United States were drunk, and 
after the dinner there was a reception in the illuminated 
gardens of Admiral Pelham’s residence. The American 


midshipmen visited various points of interest, and a 
number of them on July 19 proceeded to Tangier on board 
the specially chartered steamer Magnus. 


REAR ADMIRAL SCHROEDER’S REPORT. 

In drawing his conclusions in his annual report, made 
public July 29, Rear Admiral Seaton Schroeder, U.S.N., 
Commander-in-Chief of the Atlantic Fleet, says: “A 
glance at the work undertaken immediately after the 
ships were liberated from the Christmas holidays, will 
show that full advantage was taken of the opportunity 
for training. During the months of January, February, 
March and April the ships of the fleet cruised to 
Guantanamo Bay and performed over two months’ miscel- 
laneous work as outlined in fleet S.O. No. 10, dated Jan. 
15; returned to Hampton Roads, and then held elementary 
target practice off the Capes of the Chesapeake and 
returned to home yards for periodic docking repairs. In 
addition to the work above enumerated, routine drills and 
exercises were carried out by the ships at all times that 
they were not engaged in special work. During the stay at 
Guantanamo Bay much work had to be done by the fleet 
in putting the various wharves in condition. A consider- 
able amount of dredging in channels leading to the various 
landings was done by working parties from the ships.” 

“The dredge at the naval station was put in order by 
the ship’s force, with the aid of the Panther. A new 
boiler was installed in it, and during practically the entire 
stay it was worked continuously with a crew from the 
Georgia prosecuting dredging. 

“The Commander-in-Chief invites the attention of the 
Department to the great amount of ground which has to 
be covered to meet the peculiar needs of the fleet. With 
a prominent feature the presence of so many untrained 
recruits, the field to be covered is a broad one. Fortu- 
nately, conditions which exist at Guantanamo Bay not 
only make it possible to utilize every hour of the day, but 
also lend themselves to every branch of drill instruction 
in port and at sea that is of value to a man-of-warsman. 
The amount and variety of training that it is possible to 
extend there to both officers and men, coupled with the 
facilities for different wholesome forms of relaxation and 
amusement, combine to make an ideal winter rendezvous. 
No year should pass without the fleet being allowed two 
months in Guantanamo Bay, over and above the time 
devoted to speed trials and preparation for great gun 
target practice. 

“There are certain other forms of training that are best 
reserved for the summer in Cape Cod Bay and on the 
Southern Drill Ground. These are mostly torpedo and 
mining practices, for which the neighborhood of Province- 
town is particularly well adapted; also exercises in 
torpedo attack and defense, with all their related 
problems. The Southern Drill Ground and seaward of it 
is in all essential features the best neighborhood for gun 
target practices, having consideration for the desired 
conditions of weather and sea, the proximity to a repair 
and supply station for targets and convenience of anchor- 
ing divisions forty miles offshore during the nights be- 
tween day practices and during the days between night 
practices, to facilitate their surely being at proper 
interval apart when they commence firing. This ground 
is well situated for battle exercises, and also exercises 
in the more tactical movements, which later can also be 
held to advantage in Cape Cod Bay when the contemplated 
plan is achieved of having five vessels assigned to a 
division and the stay at navy yards materially reduced. 

“It is probable that the release from the spring docking 
may be counted upon for June 1 of each year. The 
greater part of the month should then be passed off the 
Capes of Virginia and cruising seaward from there, to 
give practice to the officers principally. Then there 
should be two months available at Cape Cod Bay. 

“Such summer work will effectively supplement the 
elementary work at Guantanamo Bay, and round out a 
logical scheme of training. 

“Closing this report it is with cordial commendation 
of officers and men that the Commander-in-Chief assures 
the Department that they have labored incessantly and 
with zeal and loyalty beyond all praise, and there is no 
doubt the fruits of such thorough and diversified work 
will prove of immediate and possible lasting benefit to 
the fleet. 

“With a foundation of results achieved and with the 
plans recommended, it is believed that if the fleet can 
be kept intact without material changes of officers or 
men for a year at a time, it can be kept in a very 
fair condition of efficiency.” 

After describing the work of the repair ship Panther 
the Commander-in-Chief declared: ‘‘That vessel was 
employed to the limit of her capacity throughout the 
winter, and has further demonstrated the usefulness of 
a repair ship in time of peace, and has predicated the 
necessity in time of war of a ship of greater output and 
of heavier equipment than the Panther possesses.” 

Under the head of signaling Admiral Schroeder says: 
“When the fleet is at anchor the number of words passing 
through the flagship’s bridge daily runs from 1.200 to 
1,400 words.” Commenting on the work of the Atlantic 
Submarine Fleet, the report continues: “As soon as the 
Atlantic Submarine Fleet arrived at Provincetown ar- 
rangements were made to carry on exercises between the 
submarine flotilla and the division of battleships at anchor 
off Provincetown, on Mondays, Tuesdays and Wednesdays 
each week. The work of the submarines was of great 
value, and should be continued when opportunity offers. 
There appears to be a large field and great possibilities 
for these vessels, as improvements and further develop- 
ments take place which are only arrived at by training 
and experiment.” 

e government control of the wireless telegraph is 
recommended. On this subject the report says: “The 
installation of new masts on vessels of the fleet during 
the months of April, May and June, 1909, made it neces- 
sary to keep wireless sets dismantled much of the time. 
On the completion of cage masts all wireless sets were 
reinstalled, and although there is a good deal of absorption 
of power by the masts. satisfactory results have been 
obtained as a rule. 

“During the visit of the fleet in Cape Cod Bay and 
while on the Southern Drill Ground a great mass of 
short range work was done. Messages recorded in the 
flagship record book frequently run nearly two hundred in 
a day, which can only be accomplished by an efficient 
wireless force. At the same time, everything possible has 
been done to leave the air as free as possible for others, 
fleet regulations prescribing that wireless shall not be 
used between ships within signaling distance, that con- 
ciseness shall be carefully observed and that wireless shall 
not be used for personal messages except by permission 
of the Commander-in-Chief. 

“In this connection the Commander-in-Chief desires 
to urge the necessity of Government control of all wireless 
plants. In addition to interfering needlessly with the 
fleet’s work, certain shore operators have taken it upon 
themselves to heap vituperation upon our operators upon 
occasions when the latter were attempting to carry on 


legitimate work. On many occasions work is interfered 


with by amateurs. Frequently schoolboys, who at 
nominal expense erect plants, defeat from time to time 
the efforts of our operators to carry on their work. 
Stringent Government control seems to be very desirable. 

“During the fieet’s stay at Guantanamo the usual 
amount of wireless work was carried on in the fleet. 
Communication was maintained with Key West practi- 
cally all the time the fleet was in Guantanamo. Frequently 
messages sent to Key West were read by ships at New 
York. On one occasion a wireless request from the 
Connecticut that provisions be sent on the Culgoa, which 
was relayed through Key West to Washington, was read 
by the Culgoa lying at the navy yard at New York as 
sent by the Connecticut, and communicated to the com- 
mandant of the yard, and before the message which came 
by way of Washington was received an order had been 
filled and the article desired was on board. Our messages 
were nearly always copied by Panama, and frequently by 
we Juan. Time signals were received daily from Key 

est. 

“During the entire year rapid and reliable wireless 
service has been maintained in the fleet, the whole wire- 
less corps having been brought to and maintained at a 
high state of efficiency. A very large amount of work is 
carried on daily in spite of almost constant interference, 
and the work of the fleet has been greatly facilitated by 
the efficient service of the wireless corps and outfits.” 

Commenting on the Naval Militia exercises the re- 
port adds: ‘‘From reports received from commanding 
officers of ships having had these organizations on 
board, it appears that all the officers and men of the 
organizations were anxious to learn everything possible 
during the time they were on board, and it is believed 
that considerable benefit resulted therefrom. They at 
least became familiar with the ordinary routine aboard 
ship under the circumstances in which the fleet was 
working at the time, and are that much more ready 
for service if needed.” 

In the highest terms the work of the hospital ship 
is commended. “The hospital ship has been most ef- 
ficient,” says the report, “as a fleet auxiliary. The pro- 
fessional work has been of so high a character as to 
warrant the confidence of officers and men. Transferring 
at sea of the sick, during recent target practice, was an 
additional proof of the use of a hospital ship. The 
hospital ship Solace has acted as a base hospital, and 
has shown the advantage of such a ship, in the ability 
to immediately transfer cases of serious magnitude or 
those having prolonged convalescence. While at Guan- 
tanamo Bay medical and surgical clinics were estab- 
lished on the vessel, and were held on Wednesday and 
Saturday mornings, at which the medical officers of the 
fleet attended. This is probably the first time such 
clinics have ever been inaugurated on board any ship.’ 

On the subject of athletic training of the men, Rear 
Admiral Schroeder says: “All possible encouragement 
has been given athletics during the period covered by 
the report, with the result that continuing interest has 
been maintained among both officers and men. Much 
good work has been done with naturally an effect upon 
both the physique and morale of all concerned. In 
order to stimulate interest a sum of money was raised 
by fleet subscription for the purchase of medals and 
trophies.” 
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ARMY ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


Twenty commissioned officers from the Army Service 
Schools at Fort Leavenworth, Kas., under command of 
Major John F. Morrison, 20th U.S. Inf., a member of 
the General Staff, and five instructors, and a detachment 
of enlisted men completed a trip on horseback on the 
night of July 20 over the route of march followed by 
the Army of General Sherman from Chickamauga to 
Atlanta, and a day’s camp on the scene of the battle of 
Atlanta, fought on July 22, 1864. The class consisted 
of the following officers: Major C. F. Farnsworth, 16th 
Inf., Major Charles Gerhardt, 10th Inf., and Capts. 
Robert Alexander, 19th Inf., John W. Barker, Sig. 
Corps, A. W. Bjornstad, 28th Inf., F. M. Caldwell, 12th 
Cav., T. Q. Donaldson, Sth Cav.. G. H. Davis, 12th Inf., 
Berkely Enochs, 19th Inf., H. V. Evans. 8th Inf., C. S. 
Lincoln, 2d Inf., R. H. McMaster, 1st Field Art., N. F. 
McClure, 5th Cav., P. B. Malone, 27th Inf., E. A. 
Sirmyer, Sth Cav.. S. G. Jones, 11th Cav., J. McA. 
Palmer, 15th Inf.. Manus McCloskey, 4th Field Art., and 
E. D. Scott, 5th Field Art. The staff of instructors con- 
sisted of the following officers: Capts. S. H. Elliott, 11th 
Cavy., George F. Baltzell, 5th Inf. T. O. Murphy. 19th 
Inf., Ie Roy Eltinge, 15th Cav., and Howard R. Hickok, 
15th Cav. The detachment of enlisted men accompany- 
ing the party was commanded by Lieut. George H. Baird. 
1ith U.S. Cav. The trip started from Fort Leavenworth 
on July 1 by train. On the morning of July 3 the party 
left Chattanooga on horseback, and in a few hours hal 
struck the path of Sherman’s march “to the sea.” All 
the battlefields and scenes of skirmishes between Chatta- 
nooga and Atlanta were visited by the party, and the 
details of each engagement were rehearsed by the in- 
structers. 'The course, which the class is just finishing. 
includes a tour and a close study of Sherman’s campaign 
in Georgia, and a close study of the tactics of opposition 
followed out by General Johnston in his splendid but 
ineffectual campaign to stop the devastating invasion. 
Considered from the point of view of both contestants. 
the campaign in Georgia is regarded by all military 
authorities as one most worthy of study, and the class 
derived the highest benefit from the tour. A complete 
understanding of the campaign could only have been ac- 
quired by actually visiting the scene of march and the 
scenes of encounter. Major Morrison stated that the 
treatmert aecorded the party all along their route was 
hospitable and courteous.

Kas., 16 miles; Aug. 7, Peabody to Marion, 
Kas., 16.5 miles; Aug. 8, Marion to Lincolnville, Kas, 
15 miles; Aug. 9.

Brig. Gen. James B. Aleshire, Quartermaster General, 
U.S.A., will leave Saturday or the first of next week on 
his annual inspection of the remount stations at Fort 
Keogh, Mont., and Fort Reno, Okla. According to the 
latest reports received, there are now about 700 young 
colts at each of the stations, and the Quartermaster 
General is anxious to look them over. 

Capt. Casper H. Conrad, jr., of the Q.M. Department, 
is in Tennessee and Virginia purchasing horses for the 
Remount Station at Fort Reno, Okla. He reports ex- 
cellent success and secured one hundred colts in Ten- 
nessee, which have already been shipped to stations. 
This is the first lot of horses that have been purchased 
under appropriation of the last session of Congress. 

The ferryboat, General Otis, which plies between New 
York and Governors Island, has been ordered by the War 
Department back to its builders at Wilmington, Del., for 
a remodeling. Major David S. Stanley, of the Quarter- 
master’s Department, who returned Thursday, July 28, 
from an inspection of the vessel, decided that she is not 
suitable for the service for which she was built. To 
begin with, she has a number of minor defects, including 
an almost unmanageable steering gear. This objection 
Major Stanley thinks can be remedied easily, but it will 
be necessary to remodel the General Otis or make some 
important changes in her to give her more freeboard. The 
General Otis is drawing about one foot of water more 
than her plans contemplated. This makes her sit too 
low in the water and decreases the freeboard. The old 
ferryboat, General Hancock, has the same trouble as to 
low freeboard. 

The 135th Company, Coast Artillery Corps, U.S.A., 
commanded by Capt. Carroll Power, is credited with 
making eleven hits in eleven seconds with a 3-inch gun 
on a moving target, attaining a figure of merit of 
100, more than twice as much as their record at last 
year’s practice. The range was 2,150 yards, or almost 
a mile and a quarter. The shooting was done in target 
practice at Sandy Hook, N.J. If the statement is cor- 
rect, it is remarkable shooting. It is thought probabie, 
however, that more than one gun was used in the firing. 

What might really be claimed as “a world’s record” is 
credited to gunners of the U.S. Coast Artillery on duty 
in fortifications at the entrance of Narragansett Bay, 
R.I., a few days since, when they fired two solid shots, 
which went through the mainsail of the yacht Atlantic, 
owned by Mr. Henry Payne Whitney. It is mot every 
gunner that can fire two solid shots so that they go 
through the mainsail of a yacht without doing any other 
damage or killing anyone. Mr. Whitney and his brother, 
Mr. Payne Whitney, when they arrived at the Casino at 
Newport, R.I., July 28, were surrounded by friends and 
congratulated upon their safe arrival after the bombard- 
ment of the yacht. Mr. Henry Payne Whitney, however, 
while an admirer of marksmanship, does not want to be 
in the line of fire a second time. 

The most exciting baseball game ever seen at Madison 
Barracks, N.Y., was played there July 17, writes a corre- 
spondent at that post, when the team of Company J, 
24th: Infantry, from Fort Ontario, defeated the regimental 
team, 24th Infantry, stationed at Madison Barracks, in 
a ten-inning game by a score of 7 to 6. The pitching of 
Holiday for Company FE was superb. The game was to 
have been for seven innings, but at the end of the seventh 
inning the score was 6 to 6. The regimental team used 
both Newsome and Richards as pitchers in a vain attempt 
to save the day. Company E was also handicapped by 
having to play on a grass diamond for the first time. 

Three privates from the U.S. military prison guard 
station at Alcatraz Island lost their lives July 24, when 
a yawl in which they, with three others, had been sail- 
ing on the bay was capsized in the treacherous Car- 
quinez straits, midway between Angel and Alcatraz 
islands. Walter J. Thompson, of Ohio, and Lynn K. 
Rose, of San Jose, Cal., were drowned and Alonzo Nash, 
of Clinton, Tenn., died of exposure, after being recov- 
ered along with his companions, William Higsell, Les- 
ter Hanson and Charles Bates. 

The eleven troops of the 10th U.S. Cavalry which left 
Fort Ethan Allen, Vt., on a march to Pine Camp, N.Y.., 
with thirty-five officers and 700 men, under command of 
Col. T. W. Jones, has been féted along the line of march. 
Every village and hamlet has been decorated for its 
reception, and the camp has been crowded with visitors 
at every stopping place. Saturday, July 28, at Cana- 
joharie, N.Y., almost the entire town turned out to wel- 
come the colored troops. The regimental band gave a 
concert in the evening. At Little Falls, N.Y., which was 
reached Sunday, July 24, the officers were given an 
automobile ride and in the evening a beefsteak dinner at 
the Elks’ Club of that place.

CHANGES IN REGULATIONS. 


G.O. 188, JULY 21, 1910, WAR DEPT. 

I. Par. 1145, Army Regulations, as amended by Par. I., 
G.O. 12, W.D., Jan. 23, 1909, and by G.O. 171, W.D., Aug. 
11, 1909, is further amended to read as follows: * 

1145. The Quartermaster’s Department will pack, crate 
and transport the authorized change of station allowance of 
baggage and professional ,books and papers for officers or en- 
listed men upon retirement, or who die in the Service, from 
their last duty stations to such places within the limits of the 
United States as may be the homes of their families, or as 
may be designated by their legal representatives or executors, 
and for honorably discharged officers from place of discharge 
to the place of their residence at the time of their appoint- 
ment, or to the place of their original muster into the Service; 
also 150 pounds of baggage, inclusive of the quantity carried 
free by transportation companies, for enlisted men below grade 
16, Par. 9, Army Regulations, who die in the Service, from 
their last duty stations to such places within the limits of 
the United States as may be the homes of their families, or as 
may be designated by their legal representatives or executors, 

II. Par. 1173, Army Regulations, is amended to read as 
follows: 

1173. A deserter who surrenders or is apprehended is en- 
titled to clothing allowance from. the date of his return to mili- 
tary. control if such date is prior to the expiration of his 
term of enlistment; if subsequently thereto, no clothing allow- 
ance will be due him unless he is Poi oe in the Service, in 
which case he will be entitled to clothing allowance for his 


actual service in making good the time lost by desertion. 
Should the term of enlistment expire while the soldier is 
awaiting trial for desertion or is undergoing sentence to con- 
finement therefor not including discharge, his clothing allow- 
ance ceases on date of expiration of term of enlistment and 
recommences on date of release from confinement and restora- 
tion. to duty. In the above cases the amount due the soldier 
will be obtained from the tables then and subsequently in 
force. A new clothing account will be opened without ref- 
erence to the account of the soldier at date of desertion, but 
no portion of the initial allowance will be credited. 


III. Par. 1390, Army Regulations, as amended by Par. I., 
G.O. 153, W.D., Sept. 23, 1908, is further amended to read 
as follows: 

1390. Authorized stoppages will be entered on the pay rolls 
and deducted at times of payment in the following order: 

1. Reimbursements to the United States. 

2. Reimbursements to individuals, as the paymaster or post 
exchange, for instance. 

8. Forfeitures for desertion and fines. 

Articles of camp and garrison equipage must be charged 
on the pay rolls as such, and other articles of quartermaster’s 
stores or property must be enumerated and the price stated 
in the column of ‘‘Remarks,’’ in order that the proper ap- 
propriation may be credited therewith, 


IV. In connection with Par. III. of this order, the follow- 
ing explanatory remarks are published: 

The post laundries mentioned in Par. 348, Army Regula- 
tions, as amended by Par. I., G.O. 116, W.D., June 23, 1910, 
are established out of funds carried by the acts of appropria- 
tion for the support of the Army, and indebtedness to such 
laundries is an indebtedness to the United States.

Surg. Gen. Charles F.-Stokes, U.S.N., returned Tues- 
day, July 26, from an inspection of the New Orleans and 
Pensacola naval stations. He found the hospital 
conditions for the preservation of health to be unsatisfac- 
tory at both stations. It is the intention of the Surgeon 
General to make some important improvements in the 
present condition of both stations and bring them up to 
date. A renovation of the hospital at Pensacola has 
already begun, and it is thought after this work is com- 
pleted the hospital will be more suitable to the climatic 
conditions of the station. The Surgeon General expressed 
himself as particularly interested in the Pensacola station, 
which presents many admirable features for a hospital 
in connection with its naval base, and will be of increas- 
ing importance with the opening of the Panama Canal. 





Col. Orin B. Mitcham, ordnance officer at Governors 
Island, has been directed to examine gun No. 1, in Bat- 
tery DeRussy, Fort Monroe, which was prematurely dis- 
charged with such fatal results on Thursday, July 
21. <At the Ordnance Department it is thought that a 
new breech block can be secured for the gun and the 
projectile, which was lodged in the barrel when the ex- 
plosion occurred, can be fired from it by a charge of 
black powder. However, before any attempt is made, it 
has been decided to have Colonel Mitcham make a care- 
ful inspection of the gun. It is possible that it will 
be necessary to dismantle the gun and send it to Water-

vliet, N.Y., but casual examination of it does not make 
it appear that this will be necessary. The threads 
in the butt were not injured and the supposition is that 
all that will be required will be a new breech block. The 
Ordnance Department, as a result of the accident, is also 
working on some modifications for the safety device on 
the primer. It develops that an extraordinary pull at 
the lanyard will set off the primer before the gun is in 
firing position. It is the purpose of the Ordnance De- 
partment to devise a safety appliance which will make 
this impossible. 





The official report of the disease which broke out among 
the horses at the Gettysburg encampment is looked for- 
ward to with deep interest by the officers in the Quarter- 
master’s Department. According to unofficial reports 
from the expert of the Agricultural Department, damaged 
hay at the encampment is responsible for the fata] malady 
among the horses. It was so disastrous that upon his 
recommendation the horses in the 15th Cavalry were 
ordered returned to Fort Myer on a train. While horses 
in the Service have frequently taken sick as the result 
of eating moldy hay, there have never been reported any 
deaths from this cause. The officers in the Quartermaster’s 
Department are inclined to believe that some new defect 
in forage has been discovered. 





Chief Constructor Capps does not expect to leave 
on his Western trip before Aug. 15, returning to Wash- 
ington to complete his work on the battleships, the 
bids for which are to be opened some time in Septem- 
ber. On Aug. 1 his successor, Naval Constructor Watt, 
now stationed at the Norfolk Yard, will come to Wash- 
ington to take up his duties in the Department. Chief 
Constructor Capps will remain in Washington long 
enough to turn the bureau over to Naval Constructor 
Watts, who succeeds him. 

Commencing Aug. 1 the recruiting officers of the Army 
will become active. During the past two months not much 
effort has been made to enlist recruits. The Army some 
time ago was recruited up to the full strength of over 
80,000 men authorized by the President. But at present 





it has dropped considerably below this mark, and the 
recruiting officers have received instructions to increase 





the enlisted strength. 
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THE FLAG AND THE SCHOOLS. 

In another column we publish a letter from Mr. Ed- 
win D. Mead, of Boston, in which, in behalf of the 
American School Peace League, he repudiates the senti- 
ments expressed by Prof. P. P. Claxton, of the Uni- 
versity of Tennessee, at a convention of the league held 
a few days ago in Boston. We are glad to learn that 
the league is not in sympathy with any movement to 
belittle the Stars and Stripes, but we disclaim any going 
out of our way to identify the league with Professor 
Claxton’s views. We read carefully the newspaper re- 
port of the address and the proceedings of the league 
convention, and nowhere did we find mention of disap- 
proval by a single delegate of the opinions of Profes- 
sor Claxton. We submit that the time to disavow the 
views of Professor Claxton was when they were ex- 
pressed on the floor of the convention and not days 
after in the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL, although, on the 
principle of better late than never, Mr. Mead’s letter 
is not unwelcome. This would have been fairer to Pro- 
fessor Claxton, although we are not disposed to soften 
whatever blows may fall upon his devoted head. Not 
noticing any signs of disapproval from his audience, 
perhaps he was led to say more than he had intended to 
say, and now he finds himself hanging in the air, repudi- 
ated by the very league whose delegates gave him loud 
applause at one point in his address and in no way 
expressed objection to any part of his remarks. If the 
ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL had not publicly called atten- 
tion to the utterances of Professor Claxton, is there 
any evidence that he would ever have been repudiated 
by the league? If his remarks were so foreign to the 
purposes and svirit of the School Peace League that 
they are now so forcibly disavowed by Mr. Mead, they 
should have been disowned by the league on its own 
initiative, and not after the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL 
had wielded the Big Stick. Now, if Professor Clax- 
ton will only protest that he spoke only academically 
or that he was misquoted, the circle will be complete, and 
we shall see Old Glory flying proudly in the breeze, un- 
sullied by unpatriotic detractions. 

As to the illustrative and elucidatory youngster whom 
Mr. Mead cites as defining patriotism as “killing Span- 
iards,” we are of the opinion that if the Spanish fleet, 
under Admiral Cervera, had appeared off Boston and had 
begun to throw shells into Beacon street, Mr. Mead’s 
opinion of patriotism might not have been so very dif- 
ferent from the boy’s. To the boyish mind war meant 
the imminence of danger, and as defense is associated 
with killing, the lad was obeying the first principle of 
war, which is to bring masses of one’s forces against 
fractions of the enemy. To attempt to found a School 
Peace League on the notion that love of the flag is 
synonymous with slaughter, and that to inculcate that love 
is to implant in children the desire to kill, is to travesty 
those noble sentiments so long associated in all coun- 
tries with true and pure patriotism. 

We would direct the attention of Mr. Mead and the 
school of theorists for whom he speaks to the charac- 
ter of the Japanese, which has been molded in the last 
forty years by this love of the flag. Travelers of all 
nations unite in testifying to the gentleness of the Jap- 
anese character existing side by side with a disciplined 
and martial patriotism. These remarkable traits of na- 
tional character are the result of keeping before the chil- 
dren continually the flag of the country, as an object for 
their affection. Mr. Mead and the members of the 
School Peace League cannot do better than read in 
the June Journal of the Royal United Service Institution 
of London, a paper on “The Creation of the Japanese 
National Spirit.’ read before that body by Sir Alex- 
ander Bannerman, R.E., who describes the methods 
adopted by the Japanese to develop that spirit. They 
began directly with the children forty years ago. Boys 
and girls alike received little national flags to carry 
and were taught patriotic songs and marched about the 
streets singing. Every opportunity has been seized of 
identifying the children with the national existence; for 
instance, when Admiral Togo returned in triumph, after 
the battle of Tsushima, three thousand children from 
the elementary schools of Tokio went through military 
evolutions before him in one of the parks of the capital: 
and the annual army maneuvers are always watched by 
the school children of the district in which they happen 
to take place. And so, as they grow up, the members of 
the Japanese rising generation find themselves more ard 
more developed in an atmosphere of patriotism until 
to think nationally, if not imperially, becomes a habit 
so ingrained that even the prospect of immediate death 
will fail to break it. 

What has been the result of all that? Has it been 
to develop militarism? Not at all. On the contrary, it 
has produced a spirit which is the antithesis of mili- 
tarism. Sir Alexander thus describes it: ‘The spirit 
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thus developed is in no sense militarism. A wonder- 
ful feeling of comradeship exists between the Army 
and the people. On maneuvers the civilians will bring 
out tea for the troops to drink and there is an in- 
stance of the inhabitants of a village asking the gen- 
eral to billet troops among them, because they had heard 
that, owing to their poverty, no troops were to be quar- 
tered upon the village. It is impossible to conceive any 
system more calculated, if thoroughly carried out, to 
produce a nation united by the bond of patriotism and at 
the same time free from reproach of militarism. The 
results which recently astonished the world were enough 
to show what had been accomplished in less than forty 
years by a naticn which started as a collection of feudal 
states and set itself deliberately to school its children in 
an atmosphere of disciplined patriotism.” 

We thank Sir Alexander for that phrase about 
“thinking nationally.” The trouble with our “peace” 
societies is that they cannot think nationally. They do 
not see that the thing this country needs now is sub- 
stantially what Japan needed forty years ago. It is 
true that we are not a collection of feudal states, but in 
a sense we have to face almost as difficult a problem. We 
receive yearly a million immigrants, most of them from 
countries where the ideas of American liberty and 
restraint under liberty are known only as theories. To 
weld these different nationalities into a staunch Ameri- 
canism is a task that needs just as strong a grip upon 
the powers of the schools to develop patriotism as was 
necessary to the building up in Japan of that national 
spirit which in the last twenty years has challenged 
and won the admiration of the world. 

Already we are confronted with statistics showing that 
the American blood is dying out and that soon the coun- 
try may be under the control of those who have no 
hereditary association with the forefathers from whom 
came the principles upon which this country has based 
its progress. ‘To such people the names of Washing- 
ton, Lincoln, Jefferson, Jackson and Grant are only 
names out of the histories, meaning no more to them than 
the names of Napoleon or Frederick the Great would 
mean to the American who can trace his descent to 
early colonial days. One of the surest ways of perpetuat- 
ing the influence of this leaven of pure Americanism, if 
we may so refer to it, is through the publie schools, 
by using them to create a love for the flag and to asso- 
ciate with the earliest teaching received by the foreign 
child respect and love for the Stars and Stripes. 

But there is a pleasanter and more hopeful phase of 
this flag question to which we can turn. The Depart- 
ment of Education of the State of New York has just 
issued a pamphlet entitled, ‘The American Flag,” 
which is full of information on the national banner, and 
is intended primarily for the use of schools and teachers. 
It is compiled and edited by Harlan Hoyt Horner, of the 
staff of the Education Department. Commissioner of Edu- 
cation Andrew S. Draper contributes the opening article 
on “The Call of the Flag,” in which he tells of the 
Stars and Stripes as the symbol of our national ideals. 
There are stories and pictures of some of the stand- 
ards famous in the history of our country and of the 
Confederate flags during the Civil War. One section is 
devoted to the flag laws of New York state and another 
part to the laws of all the states pertaining to the use 
of the flag by schools, The regulations governing the 
President’s flag, the national colors and standards, and 
the flags of the Secretaries of War and the Navy are 
outlined and the flags pictured in colors. Quotations 
from sayings and speeches of famous men about flag or 
country also fill many pages. A_ five-page reference 
list of books, articles and poems about the American 
flag closes the volume. Commissioner Draper is entitled 
to a large measure of public commendation and support 
in thus placing the history of the flag before the schools 
of his state. 


IS THERE “SPEED CRAZE” IN GUN FIRING? 


Elsewhere in this issue will be found the official ex- 
planation of the accident at Fort Monroe on July 21, 
when eleven men of the Coast Artillery were killed by 
the explosion of a gun. It is given with the care and 
precision which characterize all the utterances of General 
Crozier, Chief of Ordnance. One suggestion comes imme- 
diately to the mind of those who have given much thought 
to the subject of firing these large guns connected with 
coast defense, and that is that perhaps the time has come 
for calling a halt in what may develop, tf it has not 
already developed, into a speed mania in the firing of 
these guns. Speed craze is one of the recent resultants 
of our high-strung civilization, as manifested in auto- 
mobile and aeroplane attempts to make records for 
rapidity of motion. Many a human life has been sacri- 
ficed beneath the wheels of this latest juggernaut of 
civilization. May it not be that this mania may grow to 
the dimensions of an abuse in the handling of big guns, 
and may it not be the part of wisdom for those in charge 
of coast defense to frown upon further advance in rapidity 
of firing? This is not to say that we are moved by a 
reactionary spirit and would go back to the old days of 
cumbrous and slow handling of our guns, or that we 
would condemn the spirit of emulation among the dex- 
trous manipulators of these huge cannon. We yield to 
no one in our admiration of this desire to excel in 
swiftness of firing, but we recognize that there is a limit 
of safety and that one of the benefits of military training 
is to know what this limit is and how to avoid over- 
passing it. 

The failure of the safety attachment of the firing 
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mechanism to function properly, or the supposition that 
the lanyard was inadvertently pulled with such violence 
as to break or disarrange the safety attachment and ex- 
plode the primer, or any of the other assumptions that 
have teen brought forward as a logical reason for the 
premature explosion of the charge, are each within them- 
selves a sufficient reason. If we could find any reasonable 
excuse for the extreme rapidity of fire of the primary 
armament of fortifications we should hesitate to bring 
this matter up for discussion. However, we are frank to 
confess our ignorance of the necessity of firing these guns 
in any circumstances at a rate of two shots per minute. 
Such speed, it would seem to us, is calculated to cause 
a rush and hurry on the loading platforms which cannot 
but engender accuracy-destroying excitement among the 
enlisted personnel. Even during an engagement, if: the 
batteries are to go into action at 12,000 yards, or even 
6,000 yards, it would seem that a rate of fire of, say, 
one shot per minute for each gun would, if accurate, be 
sufficiently rapid. 

It is only necessary to deliberate upon the work to be 
done in this short interval of time to come to a conclusion. 
First the breech block has to be rotated and translated, a 
1,240-pound projectile must be carted up and rammed 
home, four sections of powder, each weighing about ninety 
pounds, must be brought from the magazine and placed 
one after the other in the bore, the breech closed, the gun 
tripped and time allowed for the gun pointer to aim 
accurately at the target. All this in thirty seconds, or 
even less for consecutive and successive shots. 

It is practically impossible to obtain such speed with 
safety, under service conditions, without constant service 
practice, which is impracticable. At present cannoneers 
are taught to work with something like lightning speed 
during artillery driils, with the idea of outdoing even that 
on the occasion of service practice, with the result thai 
they pass from the double time to a rush, and the slightest 


variation of the routine suddenly carries them into a- 


state of excitement bordering on momentary panic. 
Rapidity of fire consistent with the importance of the 
work to be accomplished is undoubtedly essential, but this 
rapidity should also be gauged with reference to the value 
of the armament and personnel taken ‘together as a 
fighting unit. What estimate could we put on their value 
in the case of an actual engagement? 

We commend to consideration the criticism of the new 
primer and safety device given in another column under 
the heading of “The Fort Monroe Disaster,” by an 
ordnance expert whose opinion is entitled to the greatest 
respect, for there is no one more competent to speak with 
authority on ordnance maiters. 


The Springfield Republican says: “The valued editor 
of the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL, who is ‘always recon- 
noitering suspiciously in the vicinity of Boston, where 
so many abominable peace agencies abound,” ete. Per- 
haps this suspicion may be explained by the fact that the 
editor aforesaid, although a New Yorker in the third 
generation, and a resident of that state for most of his life, 
chances to be a Franklin Medal scholar of Boston, and an 
ex-pupil of its famous Latin School. Among the most 
enduring recollections of his youth are the confident as- 
surances he received on Independence Day, and on 
other days of national self-glorification, that this happy 
eountry, by cutting itself loose from Old World tradi- 
tions, had escaped the possibility of war; that civilization 
had so developed under the egis of liberty that the 
lion and the lamb could now safely lie down together ; 
and all this at a time when the heavens were black with 
the signs of the storm which so soon swept over the 
country. The war with Spain has followed the Civil 
War and we have since escaped other wars, more by 
favor of the Providence that watches over “children. 
fools and the United States” than by any act of our own. 
Can our optimistic friend of Springfield think it strange 
that we refuse again to be beguiled by the siren song 
of the sea nymphs of Boston? What they would have 
us believe is no more true now than it was half a 
century ago, and we are now in as much danger as then 
of being misled by the false prophets who insist that the 
only ones to be discredited in the matters concerning the 
grave issues of peace and war are those who have made 
a study of such subjects: and that we should accept as 
our guides men whose only claim to consideration is that 
they have the means or influence to get themselves into 
print, or otherwise to attract public attention. Fortu- 
nately the influence of this class of men is not in propor- 
tion to the noise they make, and those who control our 
destinies are still disposed to consider the facts rather 
than the opinions of petitioning Boston clergymen, or 
the pronunciamentos of optimistic peace societies who 
search for sunbeams in cucumbers. Patrick Henry’s way 
of judging of the future by the past is the only sound 
and logical way, and what is there in the past that gives 
any secure foundation for theories of peace to which we 
are asked to submit the destinies of our country? We 
have often asked this question in substance and are still 
waiting for a reply. Perhaps our learned contemporary 
of Springfield will oblige us with an answer. 








The report of the commanding general, Department of 
the East, Major Gen. Leonard Wood, on the field exercises 
held in Massachusetts a year ago, Aug. 14-21, 1909, has 
just made its appearance in an octavo volume of 189 
pages, with a pocketful of maps. Much of the report has 
been anticipated by what we have already published. In 
his statement of “conclusions” General Wood tells us 
that for the company, battery and troop commanders the 











experience was invaluable. All ranks were given wide 
opportunity for real. work under conditions requiring their 
best effort. The difficulties which arose were those of 
actual service, and in meeting them the Militia, as a 
whole, did better than was expected. “Rations were 
delivered as promptly and in as ample quantity as is 
usual under conditions of field service.” “When it is 
considered that some of the troops came from as far South 
as Washington, D.C., and had a considerable sea voyage. 
their small sick report is remarkable.” The eventual 
defeat of the Blue was largely due to too great dispersion. 
Both the Blue and the Red forces, everything considered, 
made an excellent showing. The conduct of the troops 
was excellent and worthy of the highest praise. The 
small amount of damage ($4,000 for the two armies) 
tells the story. The uniform in general appeared to give 
satisfactory results. There are other remarks on allow- 
ance of: transportation, shoes, service of security and 
information, ete., for which we shall make room another 
week. 

Assistant Secretary of War Oliver, General Wood, 
Chief of Staff, and the heads of the bureaus have been 
working almost night and day on the annual estimates 
since General Wood has assumed his new duties. They 
have been in daily conference in the Assistant Secretary’s 
office, and, despite the heat, have been poring over the 
intricacies of tables of figures that have been prepared 
in the different bureaus until late in the evening. En- 
couraged by the receipts of the Treasury, it is understood 
that substantial increases over the estimates of last year 
are being made by the Department. Last year, under 
strict instructions from President Taft, all of the esti- 
mates were reduced to a minimum. In a great many 
instances work on Army posts which had been begun has 
been delayed because the estimates and appropriations 
were so low that there was no money provided to go on 
with the work. While the “lid” is in no danger of being 
removed, all officers at the Department expect that Presi- 
dent Taft and the Cabinet will approve of substantial 
increases over last year. - The estimates that are being 
prepared now are only tentative, as it is understood that 
President Taft will insist upon carrying out to the letter 
the act which provides that the recommendations for ex- 
penditures by the departments shal] be considered at a 
Cabinet meeting, at which the Secretary of the Treasury 
will indicate what the expenditures of the Government 
shall be, based upon prospective receipts of the Treasury. 








The War Department has decided to issue the modified 
physical test order in a few days. It has been formu- 
lated by the General Staff and has been approved by the 
Acting Secretary of War. There will be no radical 
changes in the present regulations, and the modifications 
will tend to make them more suitable to the real needs 
of the Service. The order will set forth the general 
principle that officers should take such exercises and 
tests as are necessary to keep them in condition for war 
service at any time. The requirement of the tests in the 
tropics will be two-thirds of that in the temperate zone. 
The exercises are to be conducted under the direction’ 
of post commandeys. General, officers will be specifically 
exempted from riding tests. Riding ‘tests will be con- 
ducted at the posts where the officers are stationed. All 
of the department commanders are personally to conduct 
the riding tests without being required to participate in 
them. At Washington the tests are to be conducted 
under the direction of the Chief of Staff or of a general 
officer of the Staff. Certain officers at Washington are 
given an option of taking the riding tests. Coast Artil- 
lery officers can either walk or ride. 





Brig. Gen. W. L. Marshall, U.S,.A., retired, and the 
other members of the Board’ of Army Engineers desig- 
nated under the Act of June 25, 1910, by the President 
to inspect and report upon reclamation projects, were 
to meet in Chicago Friday, July 29, and commence their 
tour of investigation. A regular itinerary has not been 
fixed. as to time, but the route to be followed has been 
selected. The North Platte project in Nebraska will be 
the first inspected, and the engineers will afterward 
visit Belle Fourchie, S.D.; Shoshone, Wyo.; Hunley and 
Lower Yellowstone, Mont.; Williston, Milk, St. Mary’s 
and Sun rivers, in North Dakota, and the Yakima pro- 
jects in Washington. The engineers, with the exception 
of General Marshall, who preceded them, left Wash- 
ington July 27. The Secretary of the Treasury is au- 
thorized to transfer, upon request by the Secretary of 
the Interior, to the credit of the reclamation fund such 
sums, aggregating not more than $20,000,000, as the 
Secretary of the Interior may deem necessary for the com- 
pletion or extension of reclamation projects. 





It is understood that Adjutant Gen. William Ver- 
beck, of New York, has arranged to send thirty-six dele- 
gates to the annual convention of the National Guard 
Association of the United States this year, and that the 
delegates will be selected from among the senior officers 
of the state. This is a wise move, and one for the benefit 
of the National Guard. Matters of the utmost importance 
to the military come up for discussion and action before 
the convention, and every state should have its full 
quota of delegates present. Last year New York, with 
the largest state force in the Union, sent only two 
delegates. As was pointed out some time since, it is 
most important and essential that the influence of New 
York should. be exercised in shaping recommendations to 
the War Department, which in most cases contro] subse- 
quent action and policy in defining the relations of the 
State with the Federal Government. 
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AMBPRICAN SCHOOL PEACE LEAGUE. 


To THE Eprror oF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 
The Springfield Republican of July 25 devotes an 
earnest and just article to the defense of the American 
Schoo] Peace League from criticism in a recent article 
in the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL denouncing the league 
as “ore of the most dangerous foes of patriotism now 
rampant in the United States.” The sole ground for this 
reckless charge, thus brought to my attention, appears to 
be the fact that in a recent address to the league in the 
week of the National Education Association’s convention 
in Boston Professor Claxton, of Knoxville, said some 
very extravagant—I think very unwise and untrue— 
things about patriotism and the flag, in connection with 
some warranted and wholesome things about the bastard 
patriotism that is mere brag and bluster and the political 
superstition which makes a fetish of the flag. The editor 
of the JourNAL, as quoted by the Republican, “doubts 
not that Professor Claxton reflected the sentiments of 
the School Peace League before whose delegates he spoke,” 
and snggests that his speech will perhaps be “printed in 
pamphlet form and used as a tract of the league in an 
effort to convince the teachers of the country of the folly 
of venerating the flag.” The Republican properly re- 
marks that this assumption that the extravagant speech 
referred to represents the opinions and purposes of the 
league is very “far-fetched,” and that if the editor of 
the JouRNAL would simply consider Professor Claxton’s 
views the views of Professor Claxton he would spare 


himself much agony of mind. - 

This conclusion is, of course, the only sensible one, 
and is the true one; and it is rather discouraging that in 
the year of grace 1910 controversy in America has got 
no farther toward fairness than to make such statements 
necessary. ‘To seize some manifestly extravagant word 
from one of a number of speeches addressed to a thousand 
earnest American teachers, and hold the thousand respon- 
sible for it, making it the basis of a bitter attack upon 
their organization, is certainly, if you will pardon the 
frank word, a questionable commendation of the simon- 
pure “patriotism” of which certain military gentlemen 
seem to view themselves as the sacred custodians. 

The devoted and patriotic secretary of the American 
School Peace League is in Europe; otherwise I should 
feel under no obligation to defend the league from this 
gross attack, from which it is somebody’s clear duty to 
defend it. I do it because I am a member of the council 
of the league and because I am conversant with the facts, 
which are precisely as the Republican supposes. The 
utterance criticized does not represent the league or its 
leaders, and, as a matter of fact, has been more criticized 
in the league than out of it. The league is a body per- 
vaded by an unusually warm _ patriotic feeling; and as 
for “flags”—the red, white and blue star-spangled banner 
—there were more of them hung upon the walls of its 
great room at the Boston headquarters of the convention 
than in any other room in the building. Your terrified 
critic may go quietly to the seaside for his dog-day vaca- 
tion, sure of finding the United States of America safely 
on deck upon his return, so far as the good school teachers 
of the Peace League have to do with it. : 

He may also console himself by reflecting that the 
great international men of history have also been the 
conspicuous patriots. What Italians more Italian than 
Dante and Mazzini; what Germans more German than 
Lessing and Kant; what Frenchman more French than 
Victor Hugo; what Englishmen more English than 
Richard Cobden and the great singer of “the parliament 
of man”: what Americans more American than Charles 
Sumner and Edward Everett Hale? : 

One word only should be added. At the time of the 
Spanish War a schoolboy in Washington was asked what 
patriotism is, and his prompt answer was, Killing 
Spaniards.” The American School Peace League—and 
its great and noble work has the unanimous endorsement 
of the National Education Association—proposes to create 
such a sentiment in the public schools of this country as 
shall make any danger or possibility of such a thought 
in such a place forever impossible. It aims to put an 
end to the very common and very mischievous notion that 
“patriotism” is somehow bound up with killing somebody, 
and that its peculiar tool and symbol is a gun. It exists 
to make the boys and girls of America know, with Emer- 
son, that true patriotism is the joy and pride which the 
people of one nation feel in making their noblest special 
contribution to the welfare of all nations.

WASHINGTON INFANTRY POST—WHAT KIND? 


At a dinner given in Washington the other evening, 
the subject of an infantry post in Washington came up 
for conversation by the inquiry of an officer as to what 
his neighbor thought of the plan proposed in the ARMY 
AND NAvy JOURNAL to locate the post on the island in 
the Potomac opposite the War College. One of the 
highest officials of the War Department was present 
and on hearing the matter discussed, said: ‘Do you 
know, it seems to me that the Infantry has gone plumb 
crazy on this subject of an infantry post in the Na- 
tional Capital. Everywhere I go, among the Infantry, I 
hear somebody talking about it. An idea of the devel- 
opment of the scheme for an infantry post may be 
formed from the fact that the talk now is no longer, 
“Should there be an infantry post in the National Capi- 
tal?” or, “Will there be a post?” but rather the whole 
discussion now is on the kind of post it should be. One 
plan which has high official approval in the War De- 
partment is to have a regiment of Infantry stationed in 
Washington, somewhat after the fashion of the Marines, 
with no grounds to care for, no sewer or water system to 
look after and no immense reservation to guard. While 
this scheme has its advantages, some officers doubt 
whether there would be the same discipline as we now 
have. That it would be cheaper there is no room to 
doubt, but there is something else than expense to con- 
sider, they maintain, in any scheme which has to do with 
the discipline of soldiers. It is said that the subject of 
a post will be brought to the attention of the coming 
session by a prominent official of the War Department. 

Another plan is to use the Washington Infantry post 
as an opportunity to experiment with the European 
idea of having a garrison in a city with the buildings 
grouped. On this phase of the question the Journal of 
the U.S. Infantry Association for July, under the heading, 
“Has the Call of the Infantry Been Heard?” says: 
“There should be an Infantry garrison in Washington, 
as no one in common honesty can deny. Such a garri- 
son could, and should be, established in Potomac Park, 
to the lasting benefit of all concerned, the city of Wash- 
ington itself, no less than the Army and the Infantry. 
With the expressed opinion that it should be a regi- 
mental post, however, we do not agree. It should be 
a brigade post. The ideas of the Secretary of War, as 
expressed on the subject of post construction in his 
last annual report, should be given a trial here under 
the eyes of Congress, where the advantages of the sys- 
tem might be seen, not only by Washington’s citizens 
and visitors, but by those finally responsible for the 
quartering of the Army. It should be a model post, but 
a model of simplicity, not of elaborateness; of compact 
grouping within an inclosure easily guarded, not of 
buildings widely dispersed. Quarters for officers, except 
in number sufficient to insure discipline, should not be 
provided. Most of the officers of the command should 
be allowed commutation and permitted to seek their own 
quarters in the city. 

“In this way only a small part of the park would 
be used. The city lighting, water and sewerage systems 
should be utilized. There should be no drill ground 
except the public parks. Maneuver ground should be 
obtained beyond the city limits, probably in Virginia. 
Opportunity would thus be provided to show not cnly 
how the Army should be quartered, but what an immense 
saving to the Government could be made in the con- 
struction of posts, once a proper system were followed. 
It is useless to hope that we shall ever have an army 
worth the name if every increase is to result in the 
building of posts on the existing lines, with their miles 
of roadway and lawns and their expensive water and sew- 
erage systems. It is useless to hope that we can ever 
develop an efficient system of post administration and 
training if so much time and so many men are to be re- 
quired for the administration and care of the parks and 
villages that our modern posts have become, There is no 
place so suitable as Washington to begin the reform. 

“But a brigade post in Washington would present 
other advantages to the Army, the city and the country 
alike. Within the limits of what may be considered the 
garrison of Washington every other branch of the Service 
is now estblished. With a brigade of Infantry there 
would be sufficient troops of the other branches to af- 
ford combined training on a small scale of great value. 
With the Field Artillery and the Cavalry at Fort Myer, 
for instance, there could be brigade training with some- 
thing like the proportion that might actually exist in 
war. There would follow benefit in example and train- 
ing for the District of Columbia National Guard. But 
more than this, there would be a brigade of troops, 
with the necessary auxiliaries, in constant readiness to 
answer any call for a small expeditionary force that 
might arise. Such calls have come in the past, and the 
flurry they have created to collect and move a body of 
troops scarcely larger is too fresh in our minds to need 
comment. With such a brigade in readiness it would be 
unnecessary to withdraw marines from their proper duties 
or to increase them beyond their proper strength, for the 
performance of duties properly belonging to the Army. 

“Such a garrisen, moreover, while altogether proper 
from a military and governmental point of view at the 
Capital, would be of no little advantage to- the city 
itself. Instead of destroying a future beautiful park, 
it would add only to the attractiveness. The drills and 
ceremonies and band concerts would add largely to 
the features that would draw citizens and visitors alike 
to this part of Washington. With the improvement of 
the south side of Pennsylvania avenue that will fol- 
low its acquirement for future governmental buildings 
and the contemplated improvements of the already beau- 
tiful Potomac Drive, Washington will have attractions 
in its public grounds and park system unequaled in any 
other city of the world. A brigade infantry post in Po- 


tomac Park would only add to them. But it should be 
a brigade post. To plan for anything smaller than 
this would be a serious mistake. 
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AS TO THE MARINE CORPS. 


The Washington correspondent of the Boston Trans- 
cript has this fanciful prognostication relating to the 
Marine Corps: “It is reported in naval circles that at 
its next session Congress may take up for serious con- 
sideration some plan for the abolition of the Marine 
Corps. In the attack upon the marines, which was 
aroused by President Roosevelt’s order taking them off 
the battleships, there developed a powerful influence with 
Congress to restore the marines by legislative enactment. 
It is quite apparent that if another similar occasion 
arose now there would be little chance of the same suc- 
cessful reversal of that Executive policy. The question 
is one which has aroused keen interest on account of the 
vital results upon the welfare of the marines, and, indeed, 
their very existence.” Just where the correspondent 
got his authority for considering it “quite apparent” 
is not stated, but the term probably arose out of the fuss 
created by the recent court of inquiry. It was natura] 
that as a result of the findings of the court there 
should be all sorts of predictions of calamity in store for 
the Corps, as it is not the habit of the public, nor of 
the average correspondent, to weigh carefully the find- 
ings of a court in a Service matter. When the findings 
are studied it is found that nothing serious was alleged 
against anybody, and that what was condemned was 
rather the system of permitting such long tours in Wash- 
ington rather than the officers concerned themselves. 
“If another similar occasion arose,” supposes the cor- 
respondent, but there is no reason for supposing that a 
similar occasion will arise. It is safe to say that no 
Corps will permanently suffer because of criticism re- 
sulting from headquarters friction and rivalries in nowise 
affecting the body as a whole. 

Commenting on the recent findings of the Barker 
court of inquiry into the affairs of the Marine Corps, 
the Boston Transcript further says: 


“The public cannot be expected to follow intelli- 
gently the details of the court’s findings, but it can, 
without difficulty, concur in its conclusion that among 
the causes of the trouble now aired is— 

“A too long tenure of office of officers in the Adjutant 
and Inspector’s and Quartermaster’s Departments, re- 
sulting in lax ideas of subordination and military ethics 
and also in a lack of professional and military experi- 
ence. 

“That has long been the opinion in naval circles, 
who have been at times diverted and at times angered by 
stories of the ‘politics’ of the headquarters of the Ma- 
rine Corps. Professional and military experiénce have 
been at a discount. Men who were more at home in a 
ballroom than on a deck or in a saddle have got the 
good things that ought to be the reward of long and 
faithful service, or of demonstrated fitness. All Wash- 
ington laughed at one of the ‘colonels’ mentioned in the 
report, who was swept out of his saddle in a parade by 
a tree branch. It was picturesquely added that when 
his horse was caught by a street boy, the colonel told 
the lad to take the animal home and give him to his 
folks; he had no use for him. There are plenty of good, 
even excellent, officers in the Marine Corps who have 
earned promotion, which has been long deferred, who 
are not intriguers, and from among whom a commandant 
and staff could be selected worthy of the best traditions of 
the Marines. President Taft will soon have an opportun- 
ity to bring about a reform in the Marine headquarters, 
and we hope he will improve it, even if in so doing he 
eclipses the gayety of Washington.” 





RAISING THE MAINE. 


A board of Army Engineers has been appointed by 
Acting Secretary of War Oliver for the purpose of pre- 
paring plans for the raising of the wreck of the Maine. 
This decision was arrived at after Brig. Gen. William H. 
Bixby, U.S.A., Chief of Engineers, had received, on 
Wednesday, July 27, an opinion from the Acting Attorney 
Genera] upon the act which authorizes the Secretary of 
War to raise the wreck. As was stated in the ARMY AND 
Navy JouRNAL of July 16, there was considerable doubt 
in the War Department as to just what authority the 
legislation conferred upon the Secretary and Chief of 
Engineers. The Acting Attorney General held that the 
War Department was authorized to expend $300,000 in 
attempting to raise the wreck, and if this sum was not 
sufficient it was directed to apply to Congress for more. 

“The purpose of the Act of May 9, 1910,” the opinion 
said, “is clearly stated in its caption, to wit: An Act 
providing for the raising of the U.S. battleship Maine 
in Havana Harbor, and to provide for the interment 
of the bodies therein. ‘That is, it was not intended to 
authorize and direct that a mere preliminary proposition 
for the raising of the vessel and the interment of the 
bodies be made, but that the vessel be actually raised 
and the bodies interred. I am, therefore, of the opinion 
that it is the duty of the Secretary of War to secure 
such partial or complete removal of the wreck and in- 
terment of the bodies as can be done with the funds 
appropriated. 

“I do not think,” the opinion concluded, “that the 
clerical error of reciting that the Act of May 9, 1910, 
was approved on May 10 can have any effect on the last 
appropriation.” 

Now that the Chief is freed from all possible legal 
entanglements, he will proceed to do the work without 
any unnecessary delay. The board will not only con- 
sider all of the plans which have been proposed by the 
contractors, but will probably visit Havana and order 
a survey of the wreck. It is one of the most difficult 
engineering problems that has been submitted to the 
Corps. A great many schemes have been proposed, but 
nothing new has been suggested to the Chief of En- 
gineers. 

John F. O’Rourke, a New York contractor and a major 
in the Coast Artillery of the N.G.N.Y. as an assistant to 
Brig. Gen. David E. Austen, had a conference on July 25 
with Acting Secretary of War Oliver and Brig. Gen. 
William H. Bixby, Chief of Engineers, in regard to 
raising the wreck of the battleship Maine from Havana 
Harbor. Mr. O’Rourke laid before General Bixby his 
plans for the raising of the wreck. He proposes to raise 
the hull of the vessel by the use of caissons until the 
wreck can be placed in a floating drydock for temporary 
repairs. After such preliminary repairs have been made 
he proposes to tow her to this country. The proposed 
scheme involves the erection of pile wharves on each 
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side of the wreck of the Maine and the sinking of six 
pairs of great pneumatic caissons between the wharves 
and the ship to a depth of about ten feet below the bot- 
tom of the Maine. Big steel cables are to be slung be- 
tween these caissons under the ship’s bottom, and by an 
ingenious series of devices the wreck is to be lifted 
bodily out of the mud and suspended high and dry above 
the waters of the harbor. : 

In his letter to Acting Secretary of War Oliver, Major 
O’Rourke said: “It might appear at first that the ap- 
propriation made for this work is inadequate for the 
purpose, but I think that it is most likely that much of 
the Government’s resources could be employed in addi- 
tion to its money—for instance, one of the repair ships 
now in Southern waters could be utilized for carrying 
the necessary plant and giving the required power, while 
there is nothing more appropriate than that one of the 
regiments of the Army should man the jacks while they 
are lifting their dead comrades out of the water. A fair 
idea of the power to be employed is given by the fact 
that these “jacks require approximately 1,000 men.” 
This suggestion that an Army regiment man the jacks 
may savor too much of sentiment to recommend it to the 
authorities. 

John Arbuckle, the coffee merchant of New York, who 
has a system of raising sunken vessels by compressed air, 
has offered to raise the U.S.S. Maine in Havana Harbor.

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“HERE’S TO THE ARMY!” 


Referring to the recent military exhibition given by 
soldiers of the Regular Army in Chicago, the Inter 
Ocean of that city, under the heading, “Here’s to the 
Army!” said: “The United States soldiers—the finest 
in the world—are on display at Grant park. Quick, 
alert, clean-cut, the picture of vigorous American man- 
hood, these russet-clad men are showing Chicago what 
military training means and does when it has first-class 
material to work on. ' : 

“Now we see the lesson in the mad dash and sputtering 
fire of sham battle. Then we find it in the precise evolu- 
tions of a music drill, or in the dare-devil riding of the 
school of the trooper, or in a clattering charge of artillery. 
But everywhere and in all the one thing which stands 
out above everything else is the individual action and the 
individual intelligence of every man in the ranks. 

“A short, sharp command, and every soldier responds 
as in a flash, and the response is the response of intel- 
ligent manhood. It is not the stolid exactness which 
characterizes a soldiery, hammered into dead tools of 
war only by relentless pounding. It is the response of 
brains and hearts that know and feel the work. 

“It is a pity that every citizen of the Union cannot 
see these men as they are. What a world of prejudice 
the sight would remove! What a suggestion of glorious 
performance on the battlefield it would give! What 
a reminder it would be of the fact that we still have 
a country worth fighting for and men ready to fight 
for it!” 

The Record-Herald said that as a result of the tourna- 
ment “the Regular is better liked and better understood 
than before. He has worked hard and willingly for the 
publie entertainment and the public instruction. His 
presence and bearing are likely to win for the Army a 
higher degree of sympathy and a more willing support. 
Congratulations are due to General Grant and to the 
commanding officers of the regiments, squadrons and bat- 
teries that participated. Congratulations are especially 
due to the committee who originated and carried out the 
iden. A liberal expenditure of time, thought and money, 
and a single-minded devotion to a great and needed re- 
form have been crowned with a full measure of success. 
The citizens at the head of thfs undertaking have per- 
formed a service of the highest public value.” 

Those who wish to get an idea of the impressiveness 
of the Regulars’ display should study the double-page 
picture of the Lake Front where the maneuvers were 
held, in Leslie’s Weekly of June 28. The stadium had 
a capacity of 40,000 spectators. Thirty thousand seats 
were kept open for the public free of charge. The 
background of the picture shows some of the city’s sky- 
scrapers. 





OUR SEACOAST FORTIFICATIONS. 


Brig. Gen. Arthur Murray, C.A.C., who, since May 5, 
has been on a trip along the Gulf of Mexico and At- 
lantie Ocean, spent the greater part of this week in 
Washington at the Department. Starting at Galveston, 
General Murray visited every fortification of any con- 
sequence up to Washington. He expects to leave Wash- 
ington not later than Monday, Aug. 1, and complete his 
tour with the fortifications on the North Atlantic coast. 
Among the places that General Murray visited on the 
southern portion of his trip were New Orleans, Mobile, 
Pensacola, Tampa, Key West, Guantanamo, Cuba; Ha- 
vana, Cuba: Savannah, Ga.: Charleston, Cape Fear River 
and Fort Monroe. : 4 

General Murray examined all the fortifications with 
great care, with a view to placing them in condition for 
actual warfare. It is probably the most important ex- 
amination of the fortifications that has been made since 
the Taft board formulated its report. The purpose of 
the General’s visit was not only to prepare his estimates 
to be submitted to the Secretary of War, but to deter- 
mine if changing conditions warranted any modifications 
in the plans recommended by the Taft board. 

The most important problem which the General took 
up on his trip was the fortification at the mouth of 
the Chesapeake Bay.. The Taft board not only reported 
in favor of fortifications at this point, but Judge Taft, 
since he has become President, has urged Congress to take 
some step in this direction. Several plans have been 
suggested, but all of them calling for appropriations 
which have frightened Congress. General Murray has 
some plans under consideration which, in his opinion, 





will not occasion such a large expenditure and at the 
same time give the bay sufficient protection. 

Instead of a large island on the middle grounds, Gen- 
eral Murray has plans in mind which call for the con- 
struction of a. small one, just large enough to hold the 
fortification. He thinks that it should be modeled after 
fortifications at the entrance to Manila Bay, on El 
Fraile Island. Then he would locate a fort on Cape 
Henry and one on Fishermans Island, near Cape Charles. 
The trouble in securing appropriations for the fortifi- 
cations has been that the estimates for the work’ have 
not only been too large, but of an indefinite character. 
When General Murray is called before the House Commit- 
tee on Fortifications next session, he expects to be pre- 
pared with a complete plan and exact estimate of the 
cost of the work. 

In his estimates; he expects to reduce the cost of the 
artificial island from $8,500,000 to $2,000,000. This will 
be done by reducing the size of the island and a gen- 
era] rearrangement of the fortifications at the mouth of 
the bay. Then he does not think that it will be neces- 
sary to purchase such a large tract of land on Cape 
Henry as was provided for in a number of bills which 
were introduced in previous sessions of Congress, when 
the subject was agitated. Three or four hundred acres 
of land, instead of 12,000 acres, as provided for in one 
bill, is sufficient to carry out the plans that will be 
recommended. No such fortifications as Fort Monroe 
are thought to be necessary for Cape Henry. In connec- 
tion with the other batteries to be located on the arti- 
ficial island and on the Cape Charles side, a good, 
strong battery of three or four 12-inch guns would be 
sufficient on Cape Henry. But the details of the location 
and the size of the forts have not yet been worked out 
by General Murray. 

General Murray, on his trip, gave considerable atten- 
tion to plans for fire control stations. Some importaat 
recommendations along this line will probably be made 
by General Murray. 
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OPINIONS OF JUDGE ADVOCATE GENERAL. 

The case of Pvt. James Sinkler, Co. C, 25th Inf., 
presents an unusual phase of the Brownsville shooting 
affair. The order of the President was published by the 
War Department in 8.0. 266, dated Noy. 9, 1906. On 
Nov. 6, 1906, the enlistment of Private Sinkler expired, 
and his company commander issued to him a discharge, 
endorsing thereon “Character very good,’ “Service 
honest and faithful,” and “No objection to his re-enlist- 
ment is known to exist.” Private Sinkler now presents 
himself for re-enlistment and presents the foregoing dis- 
charge. The President, on Oct. 4, 1906, sent the Inspector 
General of the Army to Fort Brown just after the shoot- 
ing up of the town, with an order which directed in 
substance that unless the guilty’ parties could be found 
the whole three companies should be dismissed and 
forever debarred from re-enlisting in the Army or Navy 
of the United States. Under this order of the President 
the Judge Advocate General holds that the act of the com- 
pany commander, in issuing to Private Sinkler a discharge 
with notations on it which would entitled him to re-enlist 
in the Army, was without authority, and void. His 
application for re-enlistment, based upon this discharge, 
has been denied, and Private Sinkler will now be com- 
— to show that he was in no way implicated in the 
affair. 

In an opinion rendered by the Judge Advocate General 
it is held that the statute of limitations barring a prosecu- 
tion for the offense of desertion begins to run from 
the date of the expiration of the term of enlistment of the 
soldier. He further holds that if the soldier is returned 
to military control before the prosecution for the offense 
has been barred, and again escapes, he is liable to 
prosecution for the second offense, and the statute begins 
to run from the date of his escape from military control. 
Prosecution for the first offense is barred after two 
years from: the date of the expiration of his enlistment, 
and his escape does not remove the bar of the statute. 
He further holds that a soldier may be tried for a deser- 
tion committed either before or after the expiration of 
the term of his enlistment, as in cases where the discharge 
of the soldier is properly prolonged until after the date 
of the expiration of his term of enlistment. He cannot 
separate himself from the military service by his own 
unlawful act, and until a discharge has been properly 
granted he is liable to prosecution for the offense. 

The Judge Advocate General holds that 1st Lieut. 
James B. Ferguson, Med. Res, Corps, is not entitled to 
retirement with the rank he now holds under the Act of 
June 22, 1910, for the reason that his service from July 
27, 1867, to July 27, 1870, not having been rendered as 
an enlisted man in the War of the Rebellion, cannot be 
considered under the provisions of this act, under which 
he seeks retirement. 

In the absence of instructions from competent military 
authority changing the geographical limits of the Depart- 
ments of the Lakes and Dakota, it is the opinion of the 
Judge Advocate General that all matters connected with 
court-martial trials should continue to be administered 
by the commanding general, Department of the Lakes, 
as to cases arising at the maneuver camp at Sparta, Wis. 

It is the opinion of the Judge Advocate General’s 
Department that an officer of the Army cannot be tried 
by court-martial or subjected to other military discipline 
for an offense committed by the officer while serving as a 
cadet at the Military Academy, his service as a cadet 
having been terminated when his commission was issued 
to him. 

Frequent attempts of the natives of the Philippine 
Islands to gain transportation to San Francisco and 
Honolulu by concealing themselves as stowaways on Army 
transports plying between these ports and the Philippines 
has led to a request for an opinion from the Judge Advo- 
cate General as to the disposition to: be made of them 
upon arrival at these ports. The Judge Advocate General 
holds that a stowaway is subject to all: the rules of 
discipline which are in force on the transport while on 
the voyage, and that the cost of his detention and return 
constitutes a proper charge against the appropriations for 
the subsistence and transportation of the Army. ‘There 
is no law for the confinement of stowaways in the mili- 
tary prison or any of its branches under any circum- 
stances. They are civilians, and, as such, are not subject 
to trial by court-martial, nor to military imprisonment. 
It is therefore the opinion of the Judge Advocate General 
that Philippine stowaways discovered on transports en 
route to the United States may be detained until the cargo 
and ballast of the ship which brought them has been 
discharged; that they may thereafter be confined in the 
guardhouse until the departure of the next transport, 
upon which they may be returned to the port of origin. 
Under no circumstances can they be confined in the U.S. 
Military Prison at San Francisco or elsewhere. : 

That the mother of a minor cannot give the requisite 





consent in writing to enable him to enlist in the Army, 
her husband not having been divorced and being alive, 
is the ruling of the Judge Advocate General. The father 
under such circumstances is the only one authorized to 
give such written consent, and where an enlistment is 
made with only the written consent of the mother it is 
to be regarded as fraudulent, and the soldier may be 
brought tc trial by court-martial or he may be discharged 
without honor. 

.The Judge Advocate General recommends that Ist 
Lieut. S. D. Maize, 12th Cav., be required to pay a note 
endorsed by him for Pvt. Gerald W. Preston, now of 
Troop F, 11th Cav., to enable the soldier to pay a visit 
to his recently widowed mother. Lieutenant Maize ex- 
pressed his willingness to pay the balance due upon the 
note, but requested the ruling of the War Department. 

It is the opinion of the Judge Advocate General that 
the services rendered by 1st Lieut. John Kearney, Philip- 
pine Scouts, as a member of the 8th New York Volunteer 
Infantry during the Spanish-American War may properly 
be counted in determining his service for retirement.

DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 


The Comptroller decides that an appropriation for the 
enlargement of the boathouse at’ the Naval Training 
Station cannot be used for moving it to a new location. 

The Comptroller reverses the action of the Auditor in 
the case of Major Boyd Taylor, disbursing officer, 
D.C.N.G., and allows him $441, paid for cash prizes and 
charged to the appropriation “Arming and Equipping the 
Militia.” The Comptroller says: “I see no reason to 
change the views expressed in the above decision. The 
use of the allotment for the promotion of rifle practice 
is largely discretionary in the Governors of the states and 
territories and the commanding general of the District 
of Columbia, provided always that it is used for that 
purpose. In the District of Columbia the commanding 
general has decided that the offering of cash prizes in 
rifle and revolver matches conduces to a higher degree of 
efficiency and excellence in rifle and revolver shooting 
among his officers and men, and is an important and 
helpful factor in the promotion of rifle practice.”

LOG OF ERICSSON’S MONITOR. 


The Navy Department has just received the original 
log book of the famous Monitor, covering dates from 
Feb. 26-Sept. 11, 1862. This valuable historic document 
includes the service of the Monitor from the date of her 
going into commission, and covers her famous battle with 
the Confederate ironclad Merrimac, or Virginia, in 
Hampton Roads, March 9, 1862, and also her subsequent 
engagements with Confederate batteries at Sewall’s Point, 
Hampton Roads, and at: Fort Darling, in James River. 
The recovery of this log is due to Capt. Louis N. Stodder, 
U.S. Rev. Cutter Service, now living in Brooklyn, N.Y., 
who was an officer of the Monitor during her entire 
career. The Monitor sailed from Hampton Roads, Va.. 
according to the log, for Beaufort, N.C., on Dec. 29, 
1862, in tow of the U.S.S. Rhode Island, and foundered 
off Cape Hatteras at one a.m., Dec. 31, 1862. Stodder, 
who was then acting master of the little vessel, was 
among those rescued, and was warmly commended for his 
worthy conduct at that time. He took the log of this 
first American ironclad with him when he left the Monitor, 
and has carefully treasured it ever since. As old age 
has grown upon him, he placed it with the Navy Depart- 
ment Library for preservation. Under date of March 8, 
1862, the day before the battle with the Merrimac, the 
log had this entry: 

“From 6 to 8 p.m. fine, clear weather running in Lynnhaven 
Bay. At 7 p.m. took pilot who reported an engagement be- 


tween U.S. steamer Cumberland and Congress and Rebel steamer 
Merrimac. 

“At 8 p.m. came to anchor off Fort Monroe in ten fathoms of 
water. Nine p.m. got under weigh for Newport News to 
render assistance to the U.S. steam frigate Minnesota aground. 
At 10 p.m. came to anchor alongside Minnesota.” 

The entry made on March 9, 1862, the day of the 
memorable fight with the Merrimac, was as follows: 

“Four to 8 a.m. weather fine and calm, At sunrise saw 
three steamers lying under Sewall’s Point. Made one out to 
be Rebel steamer Merrimac. At 7:20 goc under weigh and 
stood toward her and piped all hands to quarters. 

From 8 to Meredian,” the log continued, “fine, clear weather. 
The Rebel steamers advancing and opened fire on the Min- 
nesota; 8:20 opened fire on the Merrimac. From that time 
until 12 constantly engaged with the Merrimac. 

“From Meredian to 4 clear wegther. At 12:30 rifled shell 
struck pilot house, severely injuring Commander Worden; 1 p.m. 
the Merrimac hauled off in a disabled condition. Stood toward 
the Minnesota and received on board Assistant Secretary Fox, of 
the Navy. Two p.m. Captain Worden left for Fort Monroe 
in charge of Surgeon Logue.” 


VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The Fifth Division of the Atlantic Fleet—Tennessee, 
Montana and North Carolina—will leave Hampton Roads 
about Aug. 14 for a cruise along the coast of Maine, 
visiting Bar Harbor, Ellsworth, Rockland and Portland; 
thence to Newport, arriving about Aug. 30; thence to 
the Southern Drill Grounds to join the Atlantic Fleet for 
target practice; thence to Cape Cod Bay for torpedo and 
mine practice; thence to New York city for liberty. 

The Prairie, now at New Orleans, has been ordered to 
Hampton Roads, Provincetown, New York for liberty, 
Guantanamo, and thence to the east coast of Central 
America. 

More than $1,000 was raised at Newport, R.I., July 
25, by Frederick Prime Garretson toward entertaining 
the 11,000 enlisted men of the Atlantic Fleet when they 
arrive at Newport in August. Twice as much more 
will be secured for the series of clambakes and sports 
which has been planned. Rear Admiral Seaton Schroeder 
will land 3,000 men daily as guests of Newport. 

The South Dakota has been assigned to duty with the 
Second Division, Pacific Fleet. 

The North Dakota will leave the navy yard, Boston, 
about Aug. 1 for a “shaking down” cruise of about a 
month. The vessel will join the Atlantic Fleet about 
Sept. 5 at Hampton Roads for target practice and for 
duty im the fleet. 

The Nava! Academy Practice. Squadron, under Capt. 
George R. Clark, consisting of the battleships Indiana, 
Towa and Massachusetts, left Gibraltar July 24 for 
Madeira, where they arrived July 27. The health of 
everybody is excellent, and the fine behavior of the crews 
has been much commented on. The repairs to the 
Indiana’s engines at Gibraltar were carried out tem- 
porarily. The intership boat race for the Lysistrata Cup 
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will take place Aug. 1 at five o’clock in the afternoon. 
Officers of the Indiana will give an entertainment on 
board, including an exhibition of boxing, on the night of 
July 30. 

While the supply ship Culgoa, Comdr. Harry Phelps. 
from Boston, was unloading tanks of smokeless powder 
on the lighter Shrapnel, at the New York Navy Yard, 
July 26, one of the tanks exploded, setting fire to the 
clothing of a man on the lighter who had received it, 
and to the clothing of some other men also, all of whom 
jumped overboard to quench the fire in their clothes, and 
were then picked up by a launch. The burning powder 
also set fire to the Shrapnel and the fire from her passed 
through a port hole into the Culgoa’s hold, tongues of 
flame almost reaching the 1,900 tanks of powder on 
board. Commander Phelps, within a few seconds, had 
streams of water playing upon the charges of powder 
and the gasoline, and the men of the Culgoa fought the 
fire despite the danger of an explosion, until the Shrapnel] 
drifted away. On the deck of the Culgoa the flames 
had blistered the paint from steel plates and had burned 
awnings and rigging. Five navy yard tugs went after 
the Shrapnel, which had drifted toward the receiving ship 
Hancock. While four of the tugs poured streams of 
water upon the burning lighter, the Pawnee got a line 
aboard and towed her into midstream. The flames 
were conauered and the damaged craft was hauled to 
a pier. Commander Phelps said that his theory is that 
spontaneous combustion caused the explosion in the 
hermetically sealed tank that McSpadden was carry- 
ing. 

A general court-martial for the trial of Lieut. Grafton 
A. Beall, jr., U.S.N., attached to the Delaware, on a 
charge of being asleep while on duty when the ship was 
at Norfolk recently, convened at Newport, R.I., July 26. 
At the opening of the court, of which Capt. R. C. Smith, 
U.S.N., wes president. it was said that Lieut. W. 8. 
Anderson, U.S.N., and Capt. F. C. Lander, U.S.M.C.., 
would act as counsel for the accused. The defendant 
was not ready to proceed, and a request was made for an 
adjournment until Monday, Aug. 1, it being explained 
that Lieutenant Beall had tried to get three different 
lawyers to represent him, but had been unsuccessful. 
While the adjournment was being discussed a letter was 
received ‘in the court room for Lieutenant Beall, and soon 
afterward Lieutenant Anderson announced that counsel 
had been secured and that he would be ready to go to 
trial on Friday morning, July 29. 

The St. Thome Tidende, of St. Thomas, W.I., gives 
a column to the visit there of the U.S.S. Delaware, July 
15 to 17. After glowingly describing the big battleship, 
the paper goes on to say: “During the ship’s stay the 
crew were given shore leave, the presence of such 
a large number of jolly tars naturally making things 
lively in town. The Yankee sailor ashore is no longer 
the careless rowdy that formerly went about smashing 
things and scaring people. He now spends his time 
and his money while on liberty rationally and liberally, 
making himself all the more a favorite with the peo- 
ple of St. Thomas, who have from old time the friendli- 
est of feeling for Uncle Sam and his invincible Navy, 
and to whose shores its ships are always most cordially 
welcome.” 

An outbreak of typhoid fever on three Japanese bat- 
tleships in Oriental waters has been reported to the 
Public Health and Marine Hospital Service at Wash- 
ington by mail. The report says the Japanese battlc- 
ship Iwami, carrying 52 officers and a crew of 729, be- 
longing to the first squadron of the Nippon navy, en route 
to Ominato, Awomori, for target practice, had to trans- 
fer sixty-three cases of typhoid fever to the naval 
hospital at Yokosuka. The battleships Mikasa and Suo 
arrived at Ominato with more than fifty cases of the 
same disease. 

James Hall, the Navy convict, who in March “con- 
fessed” to the murder of Anna Schumacher at Rochester, 
N.Y., and who was turned over to the civil authorities of 
Monroe county. N.Y., only to have them find out that 
Hall’s confession was told merely to get away from the 
Navy, has just undergone his third naval] court-mar- 
tial. He was sentenced on July 25 to five years on a 
charge of assault on Chief Master at Arms Mayes, of 
the prison ship Southery, and he now. has combined 
sentences of sixteen years to serve. He had previously 
received a court-martial sentence for attempting to es- 
cape from the prison ship by the false story told rela- 
tive te the murder. 


In the current Hampton’s Magazine, Civil Eng. Rob- 
ert E. Peary, U.S.N., describes the. methods he em- 
ployed in fixing the location of the North Pole. It was 
this description he refused to communicate previously, 
on the ground that he was obligated by his contract with 
his publisher. Peary says that after having found he 
was within a mile or two of the Pole, he crossed and 
recrossed what he figured must be the site of the Pole, 
going miles beyond the spot on each side so that he 
could safely say he had been at the Pole. His fixing 
the elevation of the sun in a trough of mercury is in- 
terestingly explained. For one who had been making 
polar observations of practically a similar kind in the 
course of twenty-three years of exploration, this work 
must not have been hard or puzzling, and after one 
notes the matter-of-fact and simple way that Peary de- 
scribes his methods, there is little wonder that the great 
geographical societies of Europe, before which were laid 
these explanations, unanimously accepted Peary’s claims. 











That we are on the threshold of another refighting 
of the naval battle of Santiago is indicated by the state- 
ment of E. J. Edwards in the Philadelphia Public Ledger 
of July 24, that Rear Admiral W. S. Schley, U.8S.N., re- 
tired, is hard at work on his history of the Spanish- 
American War. However, that the tone of the history 
wili not be resentful in any degree is foreshadowed by 
these words of Mr. Edwards, as well as by the well 
knewn optimism and cheerfulness of Admiral Schley: 
“All the adverse criticism brought against him concern- 
ing his conduct at the battle of Santiago, and even 
the majority report of the court of inquiry, to the effect 
that, although he showed notable personal courage on 
that occasion, his actions were not always marked by 
prudence, never soured his always sunshiny disposition 
or interfered with his enjoyment of life. It is. safe 
to say that the brave old sea fighter cherishes not a 
particle of resentment against any member of that board 
of inquiry, or even a single one of the seventy-five wit- 
nesses who testified at the trial.” In dealing with the life 


of other officers in retirement, Mr. Edwards referred to 
Rear Admiral B. P. Lamberton, U.S.N., as follows: “His 
friends—there is a host of them—will be pained to learn 
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that for the past two years he has been practically sight- 
less. This misfortune, which has come upon him grad- 
ually, has been traced directly to the shocking of his 
optic nerves as a result of the flashing of the big guns at 
the battle of Manila Bay. ‘The physicians hold out the 
hope that possibly one eye may be restored to vision, 
but the Admiral realizes that recovery will be very slow. 
He is happy and cheerful and takes his daily exercise on 
his back porch, which he calls ‘the quarterdeck.’ ”

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THE GETTYSBURG CAMP. 


Gettysburg, Pa., July 28, 1910. 

When this letter appears in print the third and last period 
of instruction at the camp will have virtually closed, and 
Sunday will see vacant fields where once thirteen thousand men 
lived, fought and theoretically died during the past month. The 
camp has been an unqualified success. Some Militia organiza- 
tions arrived with the firm intention to teach the Regular Army 
a thing or two, or at least impressed with the thought that 
they had nothing new to learn. They all returned home, hon- 
estly admitting that there was much yet to pick up from Regular 
standards and all of them enthusiastic over the scope of the 
instruction and the practical and interesting manner in which 
it was applied. 

During the latter part of last week the camp was somewhat 
worried over an apparent epidemic of cerebro-spinal-meningitis 
among the horses of Troop A, 15th Cav. The state veterinarian 
department at Harrisburg was notified and Drs. Graybill, 
Marshal and Munce quickly appeared and after a careful in- 
vestigation decided that the animals were suffering : from 
meningitis, but not cerebral, caused by the use of poisoned 
forage, and that the disease was neither infectious nor con- 
tagious. To make matters sure a representative from the 
Agricultural Department also had the matter under investigation. 
Fifteen horses have so far died and some are showing symptoms 
of the sickness, but so far it has been confined to the par- 
ticular troop and to one particular end of Troop A’s picket 
line. At the suggestion of the camp commander the 15th Oav- 
alry was ordered back to Fort Myer by rail and left on Tues- 
day evening. It is not thought that the other animals here will 
contract the sickness and no alarm is felt for their safety. Dr. 
Eichorn, from the Department of Agriculture, arrived on Mon- 
day and his views coincide with those of the State Live Stock 
Sanitation Board of Pennsylvania. 

Capt. Merch B. Stewart, 8th Inf., gave an interesting talk 
and demonstration of the new Infantry equipment last Satur- 
day before an interested audience, composed of nearly all the 
Regular and Militia officers of the camp. The new pack is all 
in one piece of brown khaki-colored canvas. When spread out 
it resembles the chest and stomach protector used by baseball 
catchers. A canvas fold carries the new issue of tinned bread, 
@ meat can of same size as bread packet, and a two-ended 
grocery can for the grocery components. This latter has screw 
tops at both ends, in one of which is carried coffee, in the 
other sugar, while in the top of the screw cap proper is a re- 
ceptacle for holding salt and pepper, mixed. This is folded into 
a square of about six inches, held in place by turning over 
the canvas flap and strapping with canvas straps. The next 
section contains the roll holding the soldier's toilet articles, 
similarly folded by the remaining free end of the canvas flap, on 
the outer side of which is a pocket for the mess kit. The mess 
kit pocket is detachable and easily cleaned, or replaced when 
soiled. Next come the shelter tent half aad poncho and blanket. 
The blanket will be of pure wool, weight three pounds, as com- 
pared to five of the one now in use. The shelter tent and 
poncho, which can be converted into a sleeping bag in con- 
nection with the blanket, is of a waterproof material, called 
“impervo,” light in weight and easily packed. The tent, poncho 
and blanket strap to the bottom of the pack in an upright 
position, the whole pack being a little over two feet long. The 
intrenching tool, canvas covered, fits under the mess kit pouch, 
while the bayonet scabbard, also canvas covered, is clasped on 
to the side of the pack. The new belt is adjustable in the 
back. This is a great improvement, as it enables the soldier, no 
matter what his size, to have his ammunition constantly within 
easy reach. The pockets for the clips are arranged to hold 
two clips at a time, and are always within reach of the soldier. 
The old belt was faulty in this respect. The canteen is also 
canvas covered, and is to be made of aluminum, with a cup 
which nests snugly to it. The big advantage of it all, beyond 
« decrease in weight, even uisuribution of strain and com- 
pactness of the burden, is the feature of being absolutely noise- 
less under the movement of troops. The consensus of opinion 
is that the new pack is a great improvement over anything of 
the kind ever submitted before, and the two enlisted men who 
were used to demonstrate its use state that it is a big improve- 
ment over the present blanket roll, which congests breathing and 
stimulates too much heart action. 

Major Eben Swift, Gen. Staff, delivered a lecture on the 

“Battle of Gettysburg’ Friday evening at the recreation tent 
erected by Chaplain Pruden, before an audience of several 
thousand, Regular, Militia and citizens of Gettysburg. The 
lecture was deeply interesting. On Sunday the War College 
_officers rode over the battlefield in a study of the second day 
of the fight, a part of the War College course, and the third 
day will be discussed later. Lieut. Col. William D. Beach, 
Gen. Staff, was a guest of General Wotherspoon on Saturday 
and Sunday. 

Qn Sunday a full regiment, war strength, composed of men 
from the 2d, 29th, Ist and 2d D.C., 1st and 2d W a., and 
Engineers, was formed and passed in review. The regiment was 
organized under Field Service Regulations, 1910, and was 
complete as to pack mules, wagon transportation, mounted 
orderlies, full quota of officers and men, including Medical 
Corps, a total of fifty-one officers and 1,500 enlisted men, not 
including eight officers and forty-eight men of the Medical Corps. 

The ist Troop, N.J., Cavalry (Essex) left Saturday for their 
home station at Newark, N.J., and the 2d Troop arrived the 
same day for duty until the close of camp. 

Capt. Henry C. Clement, jr., 29th Inf., has been ordered 
to Steelton, Lebanon and Reading, Pa., to investigate the 
death of John J. Reuth, late private, Co. C, 29th Inf. Reuth 
was on leave and was found by the railroad side in an un- 
conscious condition, the surmise being that either he was struck 
by or he fell from a train. He was taken to the Good Samaritan 
Hospital, at Lebanon, where he subsequently died. 

The weather continues ideal and the health of the command 
is remarkable, the sickness being but two-tenths of one per cent., 
and this disability is mainly due to overeating. One of the 
requirements, which will probably form a precedent for future 
camps, was the examination of all men by their state doctors 
before leaving home. In this way, no sick were brought with 
the Militia regiment and the rigid sanitation laws enforced in 
the camp have added to the excellent health conditions. 

With the appearance of the current number of Harper's 
Weekly it was discovered that we had an author in our midst, 
Mr. Harry Albert Austin, chief clerk of the camp headquarter’s 
force, whose article, “The Strong Arm of the State,” has re- 
ceived much favorable comment. The story deals with the 
work of the Miliitia since its foundation and is particularly 
appropriate at the present time. 

Lieut. Oliver Terry, battalion adjutant, 1st D.C. Regt., gave 
a stirring exhibition of rough riding at their parade last Sat- 
urday. His mount, a spirited animal, bucked in real Western 
style from one end of the parade to the other, but failed to un- 
seat his rider. A special excursion from Washington last Sun- 
day brought crowds of visitors to the camps of the District 
boys, who took pleasure in showing their guests all there 
was to see. 

On Tuesday there was a maneuver in which the entire force 
of Regulars and Militia participated. 

The Blue force was commanded by Colonel Mansfield, 2d 
U.S. Inf., the Blue Army consisting of one-half troop N.J. 
Cav., one Battery 3d F.A., 2d U.S. Inf., Ist W. Va. Inf., 2d 
W. Va. Inf., one company Engineers and one detachment am- 
bulance company. The Army was commanded by Brig. 
Gen. George H. Harries, D.C.N.G., his force consisting of 
one-half troop 2d N.J. Cav., one battery 3d U.S. F.A., one 
Battery D.O. F.A., 29th U.S. Inf., Ist D.C. Inf., 2d D.C. Inf., 
1st Separate Battalion, D.C., one company Engineers, one de- 
tachment ambulance company. 

The problem presented the unique feature of two opposing 
forces anticipating the action each of the other under similaz 
circumstances, resulting in an open conflict with strength evenly 
divided and all conditions more or less equal.

La 
Mark was painfully hurt by a horse treading on his back, while 
Siart was kicked in the face and lost his front teeth. The 
men are resting easily in the stationary hospital.

ENTERTAINMENTS AT CHICKAMAUGA CAMP. 


Camp of Instruction, Chickamauga Park, Ga., July 26, 1910. 

During the camp of instruction at Chickamauga Park, Ge., 
July 1 to 31, the “Amusement tent’? proved an immense suc- 
cess and a great boon to the 10,000-odd, Regular and Militia 
troops, nearly all of whom, at some time or another, availed 
themselves of every opportunity to see the high grade enter- 
tainments offered. To express it in the vernacular, “there was 
something doing all the time.’’ The performers consisted of 
volunteers from the Regular and Militia troops present in camp; 
good singers, first class dancers, humorous black-face comedians 
and monolog artists all contributed their share in the effort 
to keep the men entertained and to make them forget the hot 
and dusty roads of Chickamauga, over which they had tramped 
during the day, in their endeavor to make themselves proticient 
in the art of war. 

Three times a week clever wrestling bouts and fast boxing 
matches, with the “knockout” eliminated, formed part of the 
night's entertainment. There was not a single man hurt, nor 
was there one exhibition of bad temper. This speaks well for 
the perfect feeling of good-fellowship which oxisied tlLrcughout 
the whole camp, when it is taken into consideration th:t tke 
tent was filled, every evening, with followers of the various 
participants. Band concerts by Regular and Militia bands 
livened things up three and four times a week. ‘lhroughovi 
the whole encampment there was absolutely no disorder of any 
kind at any of the entertainments. This fact is noteworthy, 
when it is considered that the average nightly attendance was 
in the vicinity of 1,000. 

The men present at this encampment displayed an unusual 
willingness to remain in camp. While this feature of the en- 
campment may not afford much pleasure to the class of citizens 
who try to take a soldier's last dollar away from him and at the 
same time are insulting the uniform he wears, it is a source 
of gratification to those who are trying to furnish enteriainment 
for the soldier that will keep him in camp, at least mosi o: vhe 
time. It can safely be stated that none of the above-meniioned 
class of citizens thrived through this encampment, and to the 
existence of the amusement tent, its efficient conductors and 
high class performers must be attributed the reason for tl.is 
satisfactory state of affairs. 

Divine services were held in the ten by Chaplain Bell, of the 
1st Field Art., every Sunday at 3:30 and 7:30 pm. “The 
tent itself was a large circus tent, 175x150 feet, owned and 
erected by the Government and equipped with acetylene ligh‘s 
It was in charge of Chaplain George J. Waring, 11th Cav., 
whose notable achievements in ‘this line of work first attracted 
widespread attention throughout the Army while he was serving 
at Camp Columbia, Cuba, with the Army of Cuban Pacification. 
During his service in Cuba Chaplain Waring received wcil 
merited praise from his commanding general, Major Gen. Thomas 
H. Barry, and how well the Chaplain’s fame has preceded him 
was shown in his being selected to provide entertainment for 
the men during this encampment. A feature of the Chaplain’s 
entertainments is that they have always been free to everybody 
and the mad rush for the almighty dollar totally eliminated. 
The work of Chaplain Waring was greatly facilitated by Brig. 
Gen. Albert L. Mills, who commanded the camp, and who 
displayed his usual interest in the welfare of his command. 

The Y.M.C.A. had several writing tables equipped with ma- 
terial, at which many of the men spent hours telling the “folks 
at home” of the “cruel war.’’ This organization also had a 
refreshment booth in the tent, where soft drinks, tobacco, etc., 
were sold. 
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THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 
Annapolis, Md., July 28, 1910. 

The full staff of coaches, who will assist Lieut. Frank D. 
Berrien, head coach, in developing the Naval Academy football 
team of 1910, has been selected. Wheaton, of Yale, will be 
the only coach outside of the Navy. The ex-Navy players who 
will give the benefit of their services, are Lieut. Byron A. Long, 
end and quarterback of the teams of 1899 and 1900; Ensign 
Douglas L. Howard, who played end for four years and cap- 
tained the team of 1905; Ensign Jonas H. Ingram, fullback of 
the teams of 1905 and 1906, and Midshipman George R. Meyer, 
guard and captain of last year’s eleven.

NATIONAL GUARD ENCAMPMENTS. 

Adjutant General Verbeck, of New York, in Circular 43, 
dated June 28, 1910, publishes an instructive letter to the 
Governor of the State of New York from Major General 
F. D. Grant, U.S.A., dated July 15, 1908, relative to the 
camp of instruction held at Pine Camp that year, which 
contains much useful information, and the details of which 
will apply in most part this year. As to irregularities in 
past encampments to be guarded against, General Grant 
Says: 

‘‘In this connection it is thought desirable to call the at- 
tention of the organizations that participate in the camp to 
some of the most commonly reported irregularities of past 
maneuver camps, to the end that their officers may take 
proper steps to prevent their recurrence during this encamp- 
ment. 

‘‘First— Tcobably the most common irregularity noted by 
reporting officers is the difficulty in securing the observance 
of the ordinary sanitary regulations in regard to the various 
company kitchens and sinks. This subject is of the greatest 
importance, as the command will be in camp for a consider- 
able period of time, and the good health of the entire com- 
mand depends upon the strict observance of these regula- 
tions by each and every member of every organization in 
camp. The company commander is responsible for the ob- 
servance of the sanitary regulations in his own camp, and 
the regimental commander for his entire camp. This matter 
should engage the serious and earnest attention of every 
officer who comes to the camp. 

‘*Second—Reflections have been made upon the discipline 
in times past as evidenced by (a) promiscuous firing of blank 
cartridges during the day or night in and about the camp; 
(b) by the considerable percentage of men falling out from 
drill, exercises and problems and straggling over the country; 
(ec) by the failure to observe the regulations with regard 
to military courtesies, as required by Infantry Drill Regula- 
tions, paragraphs 592, 593, 596 and 599, and paragraph 4, 
Army Re,ulations; (d) by interference with the fruit trees, 
gardens and other private property by members of some com- 
mands, thus bringing discredit upon their entire organiza- 
tion, The good men in each organization—always the great 
majority—should give the weaker ones, who are liable to 
offend in this particular, to understand that such acts will 
not be tolerated. ‘ 

‘*Third—Criticisms have been made in the past of the 
lax manner in which guard duty was performed. As this is 
by far the most important duty of the soldier—upon the 
proper performance of which the safety of the entire com- 
mand too frequently depends and which can only be assured 
by careful and unremitting attention of commissioned offi- 
cers—special stress should be laid upon the proper and 
thorough instruction of all commands therein before reach- 
ing camp. 

‘*Fourth—From past experience, it is thought that it would 
be well if the men were warned to provide themselves with 
a comfortable marchiing shoe for their week’s work in camp. 
A considerable part of each day must be spent in march- 
ing, and it is found that the shoe which the men are habitu- 
ally accustomed to use, an exact fit, frequently thin-soled 
and narrow-toed, is not at all well adapted to marching pur- 
poses. A comfortable, rather heavy soled shoe, and at least 
a size larger than that ordinarily used, has been found to 
be best suited for this purpose.’’ 


MASSACHUSETTS. 


Adjutant General Brigham, of Massachusetts, in giving 
the results of the work of the student officers at the 
Service School of the Massachusetts Militia, says: ‘‘During 
the school year 1909-1910 a total of 157 officers filed ex- 
amination papers with the secretary; 1 graduate officer 
completed the school work for five successive years; 66 
officers completed the school work for three years (thus making 
a total of 132 officers during the last three years who have 
graduated); 48 officers finished the school work for two 
years; 43 officers completed the school work for the pres- 
ent year; 153 officers passed successfully. The 66 student 
officers completing the three years’ course will be awarded 
certificates of proficiency in recognition of meritorious duty 
rendered to their Commonwealth. Their records will be 
placed on the official roster maintained in the Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s Office, M.V.M., also forwarded to the War Depart- 
ment, Division Militia Affairs, for filing with the Assistant 
Secretary of War, and their names transmitted to the In- 
spector General’s Department, M.V.M., the Board of Mili- 
tary Examiners, M.V.M., and their immediate brigade, regi- 
mental, corps, battalion and squadron commanders for their 
information.’’
